pulſion to put their heavy yoaks on the necks 
of orhers, and yet they had Law on their

This K. alſo by Parliament, holden in the 27th and 
38th years of his Reign, by ftatures made, the Popes 
CORE in England was much abated, his Juriſ. 
diction in this Realm much leſſened, and his Papal 
power reſtrained, cauſing all Controverſies in Law 
either Spiritual or Tempora], to be determined in 
the Kings Courrs, and thar if any one ſhould ap- 
peal,or Conſent to an appellation made ro theCourr 
of Rome, ſhould incur tbe writ of Premunire, being 
pur our of theK's Prorection,Loſs of Lands & goods 
& impriſonment during the Kings pleaſure. This be- 
gor, or rather increaſed, rhe Hatred of the R:ma- 
niſts, againſt the Kings of England ſtudying their 
ruin and overthrow, for the ſetting up their arbi- 
trary Papal Juriſdiction in this Land. And abour 
this time, a certain Hermit; diſpured in St. Pauls, a- 
gainft rhe Doctrine of the Sacrament, for which 
they imprifoned him, and kepr him in hold rill he - 
dyed. Iris alſoto be obſerv'd, thar inthe grth year 
of the ſaid King Ed. the 3d, at a Parliament holden 
at Weſtminſter , the 24th April, 1376- a Bill was 
preferred againſt the Uſurpations of the Pope 
in England, attributing thereunto, all the Plagues,

Keningbum a Carme!/ste ro diſpute againſt him, by 
Which means WWick!ifF fell npaa the matter of ihe 
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Sacrament, their errors ihciein, and orher abuſes 
in the Church. Bur this bit 1o fore, that 1t was not 
ro be endured, and a whotc glur of Monks and Fry- 
ers, fellintoa Rage and madneſs againſt him, fight- 
ing for their Gods, thcir -Altars, their paunches, 
and Bellies. Then the Arch-Blſhop Simon Sudverry, 
deprived him of his Benefice, which he had 1n Ox- 
ford z However being befriended by many noble- 
men, and in favour oftke King he barcup gainft 
the Monks and Fryers bis implacabie Enemies, and 
the Arch-Bithop bimſelf, rill abour rhe year 1377. 
He had for his fpecial mainrainors the great ohn of 
Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, the Kings Son 3 and rhe 
noble Lord Henry Pezrcy, boch which were his grear 
Friends, embracing the Truth of Hi; Doctrine, and 
perceiving rhe impurity of rhat protefled by rhe 
Roman Clergy, together with rheir moſt abomt- 
nable and vicious Lite, Bur for the appearing 
of this noble Duke, for the Truth and — wirh 
WWickiff, the Romnſh Clergy pertectly hated him, 
and the Biſhop of Wincheſter moſt horridly aſperſes 
aim of Baſtardy, making the Queen upon. ber 
Death bed rcConfelſs it ro him, that he was not the 
Kings Son, nor bers, for lying in at Gaunt, the 
child ſhe had was Smother'd, and fearing the Kings 
diſpleaſure, ſhe cauſed this John of Gaunt, being 
2 poor womzns Son then newly broughr ro bed, ſup- 
ofititiouſly ro be broughr up inſtead of rhe dead 
Erince. Thus, for bis owning Wickliff, he had this 
wicked abuſe pur upon him, by that proud Pre-. 
lare. Bur the Duke, not induring the affront, 
cauſed kim to be condemned by Parliament, and 
his remporahtics confiſcated, and the ſaid Biſhop 
was prohibired rocome within 20 miles of the 
Caurr, Bur nor long atter by the means of Alice 
Prerce the Nings Minian, being well brib'd , and 
by the interceflion of the whole Company 0 
the Biſhops, he was again reſtored. Bur now 
Wickitff as I ſaid, abour the year 1377. was forbid 
ro * new: any more, and cired to appear before the 
Pilhops, which was on the 19th of February : by, 
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Duke of Lancaſter and the Lord Henry P:ircy, horth * 
accompanicd him, and cauſed our of cyery order 
of the Frycrs, a Batchelour of Divinity to be choſen, 
i 4to joyn with Wick/zff, and io Afdiit 

im, 
Bur ſo great was the diſorder and variance bc- 
rween the Biſhop of London, Courtney, and the 
Duke of Lancaſter, and the Lord Henry Peircy, in 
the behalfof W:ck/iff, thatnotbing was done, and 
the Aſlembly was broke up, being held in St. Pats 
Church, rhe Duke and the Biſhop threatning one 
another. Thus he eſcaped ar this rime, and Con- 
tinued unmolefted all rhe time of King Edward the 
3d, bur afrerwards in the Reign of King R:ichard 
the Secend, though he was a favourer of W:cki:ffs 
Doctrines, yet rhe Duke and Lord Pezrcy nor inter- 
medling in the Afﬀairs of ſtate as before, bur living 
privatly, the Biſhops rook their rime ro trouble kim, 


again, and exhibired ſeveral Arricles againtt him, 


to Pope Gregorythe Ilth, who preſcatly ſends his 
bull ro Oxford for the Apprehending of 1c: 
and for the ſilencing him, and rooting our his Do- . 
Etrines,and writes allo ro the King agamſt him. The 
Biſhops now hoping ro ruine this holy man, cite 
him a Second time, who appeared, bur there came 
a Command to them from the King nor ro give any 
definirive ſentence againſt him, ſo that he by thar 
means eſcaped rhem a 2d rime. 

Nor: long after the Rebellion of Fack:ſtraw break- 
ing forth, and the Kingdom in a Combuſtion, the 
Biſhops perceiving the Doctrine of W:ckirff dayly 
ro increaſe, and that he had many followers, they 
procured the Vicechancellour of Oxford, Wiliam 
Barton, , inthe year 1380 «to pur forth an Edict a- 

ainſt Wickiiff and his followers, which again 
| him 1nto rrouble, nor having his foriner 
ſupporrs to help bim, and his Articles which he had 
maintained, ſo ftoutly againſt the force of his Ad- 
verſaries, were condemned as Heretical in 1382, 
Abour rke ſame time one Hereford with Rippington 
and 4fhton all Barckclours of Divinity were cired 
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before rhcBiſhops,& perſecuted for holding the re- 
nents of 17 ich/1ff, and Hereford and Rippington were 
excommanicaced, Ailo one Thamas Hillman a Bat- 
chellor of Divinicy, was at the ſame rime rrou- 
bled by rhem for rhe ſame cauſe. Hitherto there 
was nov Law tro bura any man for Religion, 
and had they bcen comenred with the power 
of excommunuicatton, tt had been well, and had 
not {tirred up rhe Civil Magiſtrate to be their bloody 
and Cruel execurtoners, ſo that we may account 
thc: firſt Perſccurtions bur light. But now their ma- 
lice & rage being incrcaſced, the K. being but young, 
and ovcrawed by the Pope and the proud and 1mpe- 
rious clergy of the wg who bore great [lway, 
they circumvented the King,e&e got ſurrepritioully a 
ftature made withourz norice of rhe Commons, cal- 
led an Act of the Parliament hoiden at Heftminjfter 
An, 5. Rich. 34. in which power was gi7cn to 
Shertifs, and other Civil Magiſtrates, ro 1mprilon 
zny for Religion, upon the Cerrificares of the Bi- 
ſhop : whicia cauſed grear Perſecurtiqus bur this 
AX was ſhortly after repealed ar the 1ntreaty 
ct th2 Commons: However, the B:ſhops fuprel:- 
ſed th? knowl-dge of this Repealing, and unjuſtly 
n14er colour oft the former Act, wrought horrible 
rrou>1ies, againit all fuchas oppoſed rhein, vr were 
Favourers Of 7:12; and they allo ſo wrought ups 
1 the ing, that he ſent forth his Letters againft 
Wi}, and forthe ſuppreſſion of his Doctrine, 
bora iorne Arch-B:ſhop of Canterbury, and tothe 
Vicechincelior of Oxford R:bere Riggs, who was 
himlelft a fivourer of Wicklatf, and for which he was 
at.erwaras diſplaced. &8 to Wie/:fF himfelf, he 
was fun tofly, and hide himſelf from tho perſecu:i- 
on of the Popiſh Prelas, bur God preſerved bim 
from their Malice, and art laſt, repairing ro his parith 
of Litt-r 997th, where he was Parſon, he quierly and 
1 Peace departci this Life, about the beginning of 
the year 1384. Barrthough they could not fully: 
reak their malice on him whilſt he lived, yer when 
dcag, hey ſhewed all the ſpire imaginable apaint 
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Wis Books 2nd Bones : forar Oxford they cauſed 
Wall bis Books they coald ligh: on ro be publickly 

buror. They ſay be had wrote 200 volumes, being 

Mz moſt painful & {edulous writer, as well as preach- 

er, of whom, and of whoſe boly and godly life and 
Converſation, the whole Univerſity of Oxford gave 

; publick Teftimony under their hands and Scal, in 

Webc Year 1495. Whoſe Doctrines alfo were pub- 

ickly defended by Fohn Hus of Bohemia, who was 

marryred for rhe fame. Bur for all this the Popif 

Clergics inveterate malice againſt W; ck/:ff,, appear- 

cd 41 years after he was buricd ; for, by a Decree 

Wot the Synod of Conſtance, they cauſed this holy 

mans Bones ro be dug our of his Grave, and burnr, 

and the Aſhes to be flung into the River, 

The Doctrine of Wickiif notwithſtanding daily 
increaſed, ro the no ſmall grief of the Pop:p Clergy 3 
and his Followers, or thoſe profefiing his Do- 
trines (which were contrary to rhoſe of rhe cor- 
rupt Remrſþ Church, and many of them, or moſt of 
them, ſuch as the Proteſtants now hold) began then 
to be called Lollards, for they had then Nick-names, +. 
as well asnow, for ſuch as profeſt rhe purer Lighr 
of the Golpel. Afrer Wickizff was gone, they ſer 
themſelves ro ſuppreſs theſe Lollards, as they called 
them, the Pope interpreting the Word from Lollse 
um Cocle or Darnc], and one William Strinderiy, a 
Pricſt, in 1389, was brought inro grear trou- 
ble by theſe men, for hulding and preaching ſome 
of Wickliff*'s Doctrinesz and was condemned by 
the Biſhop of Hereford for an Hererick ; bur Swin- 
derly appealed ro the King, and ro the Parliament, 
and during King Richard's Reign he was protected 
from their Violence; bur ir is thoughr he ſuffered 
Martyrdom afterwards in the days of King He». 4, 
when the Poprſþ Clergy had gor more power. Abour 
the ſame time alfo they perfecured Falter Brute a 
Lay-Man, bur bred up im the Unzverfity ar Ox- 
ford, and a graduate there : accuſing him of Here- 
fie, and for ſayinvo thar the Sacrament of the Altar 
v5 not the very Body of Chriſt, bur a ſign and me- 
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morial of him, and that he had avouchecd rhe Pope 
ro be Anzichriſt, and rhar the Sentence given againft| 
Swinderly was unjuft. For theſe things he 1s brought 
before the Biſhop of Hereford, where he learnedly 
maintained his Aferrions againſt them ; bur bein 
pur to horrible Trouble and Vexation, was forc 
ar laſt ro make a Submiſſion , which was, thar he 
ſubmitted to rhe Cenſure of rhe Goſpel, rhe Church, 
and General Councils, and to St. Auguſtine, Ferom, 
Ambroſe, and Gregory, and to his Biſhop as his Sub- 
ject. And ſo he clcaved at that rime, bur whether 
ce ſuffered afrerwards is uncertain. Abour this 
time Pope Boniface the - made a Bull againſt the 
Lollards, and ſcntirro King Richard 2d. who, by 
the Inftigation of Courtney, then Archbiſhop of Can- 
zerbury, and the Biſhop of Hereford, the Popes Lc 
at, iſſued our his Letters againft rhe Lollards, 
erericks, 1o that by this mcans many were forced 
to do Pennance, and to abjure, many were 1mpri- 
ſoned and evilly intrearcd ; bur during his Reign 
none were burnr. 


The manner of doing Pennance. 


The Town of Lezceſter was interdicted, and mv 
ny of them forced ro do Pennance, which was aft 
this manner: They went abour the Croſs barc- 
foored, and bare-headed, and nothing on rheir Bo 
dics, both Men and Women, bur rhceir Shitrs, in 
one Hand a Crucifix,in the other a largeWax Ta 
Iighred, and from thence marched ro rhe Cathe- 
dral, where they ſtood (after they had made a pro- 
ccflion abour the Church) all rhe time of Maſs: 
this alſo to be donerhree times, during rhe Market. 
After this manner they ſought ro puniſh ſuch 
made profeſſion of the Goſpel. And abour the ſatne 
rime the Londoners favouring one Peter Pateſpull,an 
-\uſtin-Friar, who having embraced the Doctrines 
ot Wickiiff, preached againft rhe corruptions of his 
Order, many of them were converted by him ; and 
the Doctrines of Wickiiff fpread very much _ 
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aint WCiry : For which rhey were malic'd by the Biſhops, 
ught Wand complaincd ot ro the King who was fo incenied 


edly W gainft rhe Mayor and Sheritis, that he removed 
eine Whem from their Office, and made Sir Edward Dar- 
rced {W:nzton Warden of rhe Ciry, and then removed his 
r ke MCourr, and rhe Terms ro 7ork,, thinking thercby ro 
rch, Wdi!pighr the Londoners. Bur this ſo alienated their 


carts, that by loſing their Love, he alſo nor long 
after loſt his Crown and Life ro Henry Duke of Lan- 
aſter, called Henry the 4th.

the burning alive ſuch as were convict of Herefie, 
made eſpecially againſt rhe Lo/lards ; and rhe firſt 
thar ſo ſuffcred upon this Stature was William Saw- 
try, the Pai iſh Prieft of Sr. Scithes in London, who 
had preached againſt worſhipping the Croſs, and 
the Images of Saints, againſt Pilgrimages, and 
Tranſubſtanriation, and other Popiſh Herefies, for 
Which be was cited before the Biſhops, and convict»

After this unuſual Exccurion of Sawtry, a great 
fear and dregd tell upor all rhe People, bur yer God 
would not )eave his People withour Teftimony, for 
nocwithſtanding rhis cruel Att, inany mainrained 
the Tr:i:ch, and among the reſt one Fobhn Badby, an 
Artificcr,andLay-man, who w 5 :hencxt th:r ſuffer: 
ed inthe Year 1499. He was convicted before Tho, 
Ar;ind?!, Archbiſhop of Canterb:y, with other Bi- 
ſhops bis Afiiftants, of certain Arrnicles,- 10 which 
ke 1s ſaid ro affirm, that the conſecrated Wafer was 
not the real Body of Chriſt, which he averred tobe 
rruz?, r0 the face of all the Biſhops, and gave his 
Reaſons for the ſame, upon which they pronounced 
Scnrence againſt him as an Heretick, he remaining 
conſit:nt ro the Death, and could not be wrought 
upon by any perſyu2fions, ro give his Conſcience the 
Lye, upon which he was delivercd over to the {c- 
cular Power, who had gor the Kings Writ ad comb'- 
rendin: Rerecicum, by force of Which he was brought 
ro S9ir//7e/d, and there pur into an empty Barrel, 
and bound with Chains to a ftake, with Facors a 
bout him, and being in this poſture, they kroughr 
the Sacrament io him in great Pomp, asking him 
how he believed it, and whether he would yer rc- 
cant and fave his Life; bur he told rhem he belicv- 
e41r to be hallowed Bread, and not Gods Body, 
npon wich they ſet Fire to the Fagots ; upon the 
feeling of which he crje? Mercy, and the Prince 
being preſent, cauſed the fire robe withdrawn, en 
dcayouring to ſave him, and promiſing him a ou 
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fon 3 bur he refuted all, remaining conſtant, infla- 
med with the Love of God, and calling on rhe 
cath Wname of Jeſus, the Fire was renewed, and he was 
ning MF burnt ro Athes. ;

The Arch-Biſhops Conſtitutions, 


This cruel -Srature being obrained, the Archhj- 
ſhop of Canterbury, Thomas Arunael, _ forth cer: 
tain Conftiturions ro be obſerved. That no ma 
ſhould underrtake to preach withour a Licence fron 
rhe Ordinary, and they to be l:mired whar to (ay, 
Thar none ſhould ſuffer any ro preach in thei 
Churches, unleſs rhey produce ſuch Authority, 
That whoſocver ſhould preach contrary ro order 
ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed by his Ordinary. Tha 
no School-Mafters ſhall reach Children any thingof 
Religion, nor ſuffer their Scholars ro expound the 
Scriptures, nor permit them to diſpure concerning 
the Catholick Fairh, the Sacraments, £&c : Tha 
none of Fck/iff; Books be kepr in any School, houſe 
or place, nor Sold by any Bookſeller. Thatno 
man dare ro undertake to tranſlate the Scriprures 
or any part of them into Engliſh. That no publick 
diſputes be made concerning the Sacrament, or any 
other points of the Catholick Faith : None to ſpeak 
againſt Imagcs, proceflions, Tapers Crucifixes, &c, 
under penalty of being proceeded againſt as Here- 
ricks. With ſeveral others of thc like kiad, which 
There omit 3 Bur by this the Reader may judge 
whar Tyranny, oppreflion, and cr ue!ry, goes along 
with the Pop: Religion, and whar we muſt expect 
to have herc again, if ever ir comes to be ſer up in 
this Realm, which God forbid. 

Notwithftanding all this ſeverity, many thorow- 
out the Land profeſſed the Goſpel, ſome Publickly, 
and orhers privately, ſome ſtoutly induring Perlſe- 
cution, and others through fear forced againſt rhcir 
Conſciences ro Recant. Among thereft, one Wl- 
{ram Thorp was very much perſecuted by the Arch- 
- Biſhop Arund2/, who ina very learned manner * 
tende 
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fended bimſelf,&wrorte a certain book called his Te- 
ſftamenr, in which he fully laid open the corruprions 
and vices of the Popiſh clergy : What becameof 
this man is uncertain,bur'tis moftlikely rhat he died 
in their Priſons, for they kepr many in perpetual 
'durance., and obſcure, rhat none could rell whar be- 
came of chem. So one Fohn Aſhton another profeſ(- 
wy was kept.in Priſon till he dyed, in the year 
1382, .

John Purvey alſo had great trouble abour the 
ſamerime, by rhe 1aid Arch-Biſhop, who ar laft was 
forced ro Recanr, to ger our of their cruel clutches. 
This proud and imperious Ptclat Arunde/,caufed ſe- 
yeral poor men for neglect of bringing ſtraw ro his 
Stables, as they were ordered, to undergo penance, 
barc foored and barc headed , with cach a grear 
burrhen of ftraw art bis back, going before the pro- 
ccflion on which ſome one wrote theſc verſes, 


Theſe Baggs full of ſtraw we bear on our backs 
Becauſe my Lords Horſehss Litter did Lack : 
If ye be not good to my Lord Graces horſe , 
Ye are like to go barefoot before the Croſs. 


After the Death of King Henry rhe 4 in the year 
of the Reign of his Son King H. 5th, the Prelats pro- 
cured another ftature de Comburendo Heretico, in 
which ir was ordained, that all ſuch who would 
nor abjure theſe opinions of the Lollards, contrary 
ro the received Cartholick Faith, ſhould after con- 
viction for fcir all rheir goods and chartels, and rheir 
bodies openly burnt alive. And npon this, and the 
former ſtature Sr. Roger Aon Knight , Fohn Brown, 
Fokn Beverly, and others, ro the number of 36 
perſons were burnt in St.Gyles's fields in Zannary

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The cruel Perſecution of the Lord Cobham. 


The nexr nored man who was perſecuted by theſe 
Tyrannical bloodſuckers, was Sr. Fohn Oldcaſtle Ld, 
Cobham,who was a favourer & Principal:mainrainer 
of good men, called by the Pop3/þ Priefts Lollard, 
who could not bring their coniciences ro ſubmir to 
their wicked impictics, and groſs Idolatries. A 
rundel had cauſed certain Inquifirors, who brough 
in Articles againft the Lord Cobham, tor beinga 
mighry maintainer of ſuſpected preachers 1nthe 
Dioceſs of London, Rochefter, and other places, and 
thar he aſliſted & relieved them, and thar he himſelf 
bad nor a rrucbclicf of rhe Sacramenr, penance, pil- 
grimages, worſhiping of Images, and of Eccle- 
fiaftical power and ]uriſdiction : Which proces 
was awarded againft him as a moſt pernicious here- 
tick. . 

The Lord Cobham being a treat man, and in fa- 
vour alſo with the King, rheſc blood rhirfty Prelats 
firſt make their complainrs againſt him ro the King, 
who having hcard them , ſpake himiclt 1n the be- 
half of the Lord Cobham, defiring them to dcal 
gently with him, and ro feck ro reduce him to tte 
Unity of rhe Church by fair means, promiſing rhem 
his afliſtance therein. And accordingly he tenr for 
that worthy Lord, and privately admenitſhed him 
ro ſubmit himſelf ro the Church. To whom the 
Lord Cobham anſwered, thar next ro God he owed 
his Obecicnce tothe King, 2s kis ſoveraign, and 
tat he ſhould ever obey him 2s his fanhful leige 
man, and all his Laws, and ready ro fulfi} his will 
In 41} things, bur asto this roucking rhePope,znd his 
Spirituality, hc 51d nor owe ny ſur or fervice, for 

thar the Scriptures kad raught him thar ke was rhe 
great Antichriſt, the fon of Perditicn, and open enc- 
mie of God. which the King hearing, and rake- 
ng ill from him, fortcok Im, and lcft him a prey to 
t::3 bloody Adverſarics, who minch defired his 
Death, He wasthcereupon cucd before tbe Arch- 
Bithops, 
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Biſhop, and nor appearing was Excommunicared, 
and then cited again. This good Lord finding him- 
ſelf involved in rroubles,wrore a rehearſal of his Be- 
+ I Jief, and ſent 1rto the King, Bur 'rhe King would 
"WM notreccive ir, but ordered him to be raken imo Cu-

In rhE reigns of King Ed. 5th and his Bloody 
Uncle and Ulurper King R:ich.3d we do not find any 
m_— their Reigns beg. bur ſhorr, and full of 
Trouble, bur in the Reignof King Her. 7th abour 
the year 1494, there was a very ancient Lady abour 
80 years of Age, named Foan Boughten , burnr in 
Smithfield, for olding the opinions of Wickgfe. She ' 
dyedon the 28 of Aprzl, being very conſtant, and xe- 
turned ro the menaces of Biſhops, thar ſhe knew her

In the fame year 1506, at Amer/im allo, one 
þ Wy Thoms 
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Thomas Chaſe, of thar* town, was cruglly handled in 
the Biſhops priſon, being a man ofa fery Godly and 
Sober behaviour, ipeaking againſt rhe 1dolarry and 
ſuperſtition of the Papiſts, tor which», he was con- 
dcinned ro the Biſhops priſon ar Wooborn, (called 
litcletaſe, where he lay bound and manaclcd, with 
Gyves, Ferrers , Chains, and Irons , pinched with 
bunger and thirft , having nothing given him bur by 
Chaplains, who mingled with rheir Alms, birter 
tants,icoffs and-jcers, threatnings and flowrtings, all 
which this good man pariently endured : Saying 
BlejJed are they who ſuffer perſecution for righteouſneſs 
ſake, Mar. crh. For theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven. 
And bleſjed are you when men revile and perſecute you, 
&c. When rhe Bithop and his creatures, ſeeing they 
conld not prevail upon this moſt conſtant Martyr, 
with all rheir Cruelries, they ar laſt privately firang- 
led him in priſon, and then wickedly brured a- 
broad, that he had hahged himſelf tn priſon : So 
that we ſce ir 1s no new thing, ior this viperous 


brood, firſt to kill and murder a man, and then to 
defame him, and make himſelfrhe Murrherer : Bur 
bebis lyc was caſily derected ; for none could ftand

Woman, Condemned by him, who ſuffered with

Foe are now come ro the Reign of King 
Henry the Srh, in whoſe time many 
Godlyamen, who profeſſed rhe Goſpel and the Doc- 
trine of Wicklzff ( who began, the firſt reformation 
in this Kingdom long before Lnther) ſuffered perſe- 
cution for their conſ{ciences ſake, under rhe rirrle of 
rs {W£Eo!/ards, as rhey then nicknamed rhem. In rhe 
' {Wyears, between 150g and 1F17. in the Dioceſs of 
London, ſeveral were made ro abjure, before Ri- 
chard FitZ-Zames the then Biſhop, who was in. bis 
time a moft cruct perſecuror of Chrift's Church. A- 
mong the reft on Foan Baker, Thomas Walker, Wil- 
liam Potter, Fohn Forge, Thomas Godard, and more 
to the number of 4t- who were brought into 
trouble, becauſe ſome of them did nor ſhew ſuffici- 
ent reverence to the Crucitix, others for ſpeaking a» 
gainft Pilgrimages,and ſayingſome that were burnr 
tor their Religion, by the Popiſh power, were true

had his Badg taken off, bur ſuch was the intolcrs 
ble pride and cruelty of rhe Popiſh Clergy ar that 
time, thar notice being given, - that rheſe poor men

abjured, they were both layd hold on, and brought 
up ro! London, were excqmmunicared, and on the

Abour the 4th year of the Reign of King Henry, 
one Fobn.Brown, going home in rhe Graveſend Barge,

The nextin order was Thomas Man, who, the 29. 
of March 1518. was'likewiſe burned in Smithfield: 
He had for.diyers years becn perſecured and impri- 
ſoned;, forced to abjure, and ro do PEnnance; af 
ter, which they kepr bin in a Monaſtery as their ſer: 
vant, from whence he eſcaped, his Conſcience 
troublingbim for denying the Truth; ; bur being rc 
taken, he was proccedcd againft as a relapſed 'He- 
retick, by the aforeſaid Thomas Hed, Vicar General, 


who produced falſe Witneſſes againſt him, who 
mil 
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ſwore ſeveral Articles that they ſaid were Aercſie, 
and though he charged rhe Witneſlts of Adultery 
and Thefr, he could nor be heard, and thoſe rhey 
had affigned him for Advocates being Pap:ifts be- 
trayed his Cauſe, and wreftcd his Words to bis de- 
firuction 3 upon Which he was condemned as a re- 
lpſed Hererick, with theſe gloſcing words Roga= 
mus attente in Viſceribus Feſu Chriſti ut, &c.In Eng- 
lſþthus. We deſire in the Bowells of theLord FeſusChriſt , 
that the puniſhment and execution of due ſeverity of 
thee an1 againſt thee in this part may be ſo Moderated, 
that there be no r1gorous Rigour nor yet nodiſſolute man. 
ſuetude but to the health and wealth of thy ſoul &c. 
This Sentence Thomas Man ſaid was like that of 
Cajaphas againft Chrift,'when he ſaid roPzlare.

Abour rhe ſame time one Rebert Coſin, who had 
been inftructed by Thomas Man in his flight, was 
martyred at Buckingham. The chicf articles againft 
him were,rhart he had perſwaded oneFoan Norman 
after ſhe had bowed a piece of filyer ro be offered to 
aSainr, for the health of her child, not ro carry it, 
and rold her ſheneeded only to pray ro Heaven

Under the aforeſaid John Longlard Biſhop of 


Lincoln, ſuffered 'Lhomas Harding of Cheſham in the 
County of Buckingham, being force.: with his wite 
ro abjure by the faid Biſhop, with many morc be- 
inginjoyncd penance ni wearing Badges of Fag- 
gots which he did till the year 1532, Bcing allo 
ordered ro live in a ccrtain place, andno whicre 
elſc, ro faſt every Corpus Chriſt: Even, andiogoc 
on Pilgrimage during his life every year 1c -ſbr1ge, 
and there make his oftcrings both bim and his Wite. 
Bur Thomgs Harding neglecting, and being troubled 
In his mind, retired into rhe Woods in privar on the 
Eifter Holydays, whilft others went to church 
WW tobow down ro the Idols, he was 'c{pied at his 
W prayers, which he read our of an Eng';þ Book. And 
W che Officers of the Biſhop being made acquainred 
withit, they went immediatly ro his houſe, and 
ſearching narrowly, found Ccrrain Engliſh Books 
hid under the boards of the flower, moſt ofthem 
pires of the Holy Scriprure.

Wolſey,theBiſh. of Norwich, The F rycrs of 
Ipſwich, D. Stokes,Sir Th. Aere,& orhers,tor he much 
inveighed againſt the pride of the Popiſh Clergy,and 
the aurhoricy of the Biſhop of Kome.

Conſcience,hbe reſolved ro give over hisLifc for the 
Confeflion of that rruch he had renounced. Upon 
which he lefr rhe Univerfiry, relling his friend he 
would go to Feruſalem, meaning he intended ro 
go to ſuffer, and immediarely departed ro Norrh- 
falk, where he firſt preached privarly in houſes, ro 
confirm the Brethren, and an Anchorcſs whom he 
had converted, who being in Norwich, he conver- 
ſed with and gave her a new Teftamenr of Tinda!s 
tranſlation: and then he preached publickly in rhe 
Fields, confefling his heinous fact, owned the Dos 
Ctrine he had abjured ro be true, willing all men 
rorake warning by him, and never rotruſft to rheir 
fleſhly friends, in cauſes of Religion. Upon rhis he 
was apprehended and pur into Priſon by N:xthe 


Biſhop of Norwich. Upon which ſcvcral of their Do- 
Ctors went ro {ce ro reclaim him who fo ftrenuoul- 
ly handled marters that Dr. Cul was himſelf con- 
verted to the Doctrines he mainrai-ed. Bur the Bi- 
ſhop procceded againſt him,and afrer examination 
he was condemncd to the fire for an Hererick by 
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Dr. Pel/s Doctor of Law and rhe Biſhops chancellor 
then he was degraded by theSuftragan Underwood 
by the Affiftance of the fryers according to their 
Popiſh manner, which done he was 1mmediarely 
committed tro theLay power to the Sheritts of Noz- 
wich of whom Thc. Necton was onc,and Mr. Bilneys 
good friend and very ſorry for him but ſuch was 
the dread he had ofthe Popiſh Tyranny of thoſe 
times that he durſt not retuie doing his office bur 
be could nor bcar to be preſent ar his death and 
did him all the friendly kindneſs he could in his 
Confinement, | 

On the Fryday night being St. Magnus Evey the 
day before he ſuffered, divers of his Friends reſor- 
red ro him inthe Priſon of the Guzldhal!, where he 
was kepr, and finding him eating ſome Alcbrew Wn 
very chearfully, he told them that he endeavoured Wr 
ro'keep up bis ruined Tenement of his Body as long if 2 
as he could. Then exhorrting them with godly dil- Wn 
courſe ſome of them told him, thar alrho rhe fire {MW cl 
which he ſhould ſuffer the next day ſhould be of Þ ai 

rear heat ro his Body, yer the comfort of God's (ſp C 
Spiric ſhould cool it to his cverlaſting refreſhment. | Þ 
Ar which word Mr. B:'ney purrting bis finger into Wc 
rhe flame of the Candle burning Þefore him, and We 
feeling the heart rhercof, hc ſaid, I feel by experi- 
cence, and have known it long by Philoſopty, that 
Fire by Gods Ordinarion is naturally hor, bur yer 
Iam perſwaded by Gods holy Word, that many 
who have experimented the lame, have telrno hear, 
and in the fire no Conſumption ; and I-conftanrly 
believe, however the Stubdle of my Body may burn 
and be waſted by the outward fire, yet my ſoul and 
Spirit ſhall withour pain be purificd thereby, with 
Joy unſpeakable. Then he recited theſe Scriprures. 
Fear not fer 1 have redeemed thee, and called thee by 
my Namec,thou art mine own. When thou goeſt thee 
rom the water I will be with thee, and the ſtrong floods 
ſhall not overthrow thee.

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The nexc day beingSaturday,with a great Guard 
of Glaves and Bilmen, they ferch'a rhis conftanr 
Martyr our of priton,carrying bim to a place called 

be LollardsPit which was encompaſled abour with 
hills; as he paſſed the ftreers, he diftribured Alms 
0 the poor, by the hands of one Dr. Marner, Parſun 
of Winterton,his Friend, and one he had choſen ro 
give him ghoſtly comforr ar the Stake: he was clad 
1naLay babir with his flecves kanging down, & his 
hair cur and mangled art his degradation, however 
he ſeemed of an upright and cheartul countenance, 
heing bur little 1n Scature. Being ar the Scake while 
they were preparing the mar-rials for; his burn- 
ing,he defired ro ſpeak a few words to thepcople.In 
which he told them he was borr,2nd fo of neceflity 
mutt d ye, he had Life with that condirtton,'twas na- 
tara], bur he waStiere to reſtific that he dyed a 
good Chriftian, and in a righr belict rowards al- 
mighty God. Upon which he rehearſed the Arrt- 
cles of the Crecd, with rhe Elevarion of his Eyes 
and hands towards heaven, and art the Article of 
Chrifts Incarnation, hawing a lie mediration with 
himſelf and coming rothe word Crucisfied, he bow+ 
ed himſelf with grcar revercnce,and then procced- 
edrothe reſt. This done he pur off his Gown, and 
kneeled down upon a little ledg, at the foor of the 
Rake, for him to ſtand on, ther be might be more 
Conſpicuous to the people,u here he prayed privat- 
ly, with great fervency, his Eyes and hands lifred 
up towards Heavenending ar laſt with the 143 
P/alm which he repeated aloud : Hear my prayer O 
Lord, and conſider my deſire, which he repeated in 
Latin thrice, with deep meditation,and then againz 
Enter not into Fudgment with thy ſ-rvant, for in thy 
fight all no [man 1:ving bs juſtified. Having pur oft 
his Jacor and Doubler he ſtood in his Breeches and 
ſhirt, and ſo was chained to the ſt ike, bidding his 
friends chearfully farewell, and when Dr Warner 
could nor ſpeak ro him for weep ing, be ſaid ro him 
paſce gregem tuum E5c. Feed your flock, feed the flock, 
thit when the Lord cometh he may find you ſo —_—_

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Then many of the pricſts and Fryers his enemie, 
finding the yeagle ro murmur much for rheir put. 
ing him ro death, ſome of rhem ſpake ro Mr. By 
ro ſarisfic the: people concerning them, left thei 
ſhould withdraw rhcir charitable Arms : upalf 
which Mr. B:/ney ſaid with a loud voyce,I pray ya 
good people, be never rhe worſe to theſe men fo 
my {ake,and tho they ſhould have been the Authoy 
of my death, it was not they. Then the officers ſet 
ting fire ro the reeds made a verygreat flame,whic 
he feeling held up his bands, and then Knocking hi 
Breaft he often cryed on the name of Feſus, and 
ſomerimes ſaid Credo,Credo : I believe, Tbelieve: bu 
the wind being very high, it blew rhe flame from 
him with its violence ſo, that he ſuffered much er; 
the wood rook fire,and had ftrength enough ro bun

Novem. in Smithfieild, He was ſometimes a Monk off x 
B-ry converted by Doctor B rrnes, and rwo others þ 
of London the ſaid DoGtor giving him a Teftamenill ( 
of TindalsTranflation,and other godly books inEnyl : 
l:f,which fo wrought upon this Monk,that he maceil 
them his dayly ſtudy, rill at laft he was found oufff 
by ſome ofrheFryers of theCovenr,& was by then x 
gaged and cruelly whipped. and impriſoned inthe 
Houſe,and pur intheStocks for 3 quarters of a year, iſ 1 
ere Noctor Brnes could ger him out,which he a }

lait effeted by means of one Dr. Reffem his friend 
one of rhe ſame Houſe. Dr. Barnes had him with 
him ro Cambridge, where he ſtudied, and profiu

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owcll chat he never more rerurned ro his Covent, 
ut wcntro Lond. where he hid himiclt for a while, 


and affifted Tindaland Frith, bnt coming over 
gain to London,and lodging in Buck/ersbury, he was

{tun'd and ina ſwone, ere they could bring himto 
himſelf. When he ſaid I rejoyce tharT am deliver- 
ed from the Church of Antichriſt, and that I now 
am of the true Church of Chriſt militant on Earth, 
and truft thaterc long I ſhall be in Heaven with 
Feſus Chriſt, and rhe Church triumphant for ever, 
From theQuire they had him roNewgare,and thenee 
after an hours time which he ſpenc 1n praycr, they 
led him ro Smithfield, who went very cheartully, 
and therefor want ofa ſpecdy fire, he was halfan 
hour -alive after they had enkindled the fewel,and 
whenthar his lcfr arm was burning and on a flame, 
he rub'd it with his right, rill ic fell off 1nro the fire 
from his body, and then he continucd in prayer, to 
the end without moving. This was the endot 
this godly ftour Martyr on the 20 of Nov.1 532.

The next thar dyed by the hands of the perſecu- 
ting Papitfts for his Religion, was one Termksburya 
Leacherſeller of London, being converted by real- 
ing the Teſtament of Mr, Tyndel in Engliſh, and was 
ſo we]l verit in all points of his Religion, that he 
diſputed it before Biſhop Tonftall and his Pricfts for 
7 days together,io their great wonder and amaze- 
ment; they being not a lartle troubled and aſham- 
cd,that aLay ignorant man (as they accounted him) 
ſhould beable, by the power of rhe Scriptures, to 
refift and overthrow all their Arguments. The Bi- 
ſhop ofren urged him ro recant his herefies which 
he fo well defended, butheanſweredthem thar he no 
way Errcd from the true doctrine of the ancient 
mother Church.

Baynham a Lawyer and ſon to a Knighr ofG!ocefter- 
fhrre well sk1ll'd both intheLatine &Greek tongues, 
and bredup in the Study of rhe Laws, of a moft 
vertuous diſpoſition, affable Converſation, and ex- 
rreamly addicted ro prayer and meditation, and 
reading the holy Scriptures, viſiting poor priſoners 
and relieving them, juſt ro his Clients,giving good 
Council ro the poor and widdows withour on 
an 
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nd was a fingular pattern for all Lawyers, bur 


otwithftanding his good and holy; Lite,he was ac- 
uſed before Sr.Tho.Moor then Chancellor,arrefted, 
nd carryed our of the Mrddle Temple ro the Chan- 
cellours Houſe ar Che/ſey, where he remained in free 
riſon for a rime, bur when Sr. Tho. Moor ſaw he 
could not pervert him, he handled him cruelly,and 
cauſed him ro be whiprt ar aTrec in his Garden cal- 
Id the Tree of Truth, and afcer rhar ſenr him to 
The Tower robe rack'd, Sr. Tho. Moor himſelf be- 
ing preſent,till rhey had lamed him,all ro have him 
accuſe others, which he would nor. And his wife 
becauſe ſhe would nor diſcover where his Books 
were they ſent to the Fleer, and confiſcated his 
Goods» Afier this, they had him before rke Biſhop 
of London, and interrogared bim upon ſeveral Ar- 
ticles, ro Which he anſwered with great prudence: 
The Biſhop told him now was rhe rime for him ro 
faye bis Life or ro loſe ir, and Sr. Tho Moor uſeing 
many flattering ſpeeches, they ar Jaft brought him 
ro ſubmir, rho he could nor yield ro many of the 
Articles which he had ſpoken againſt, upon 'which 
he was ſent ro the Counter, _ from thence was 
ſeveral rimes carryed before rhe Biſhop and Con- 
ſtory, being Exceeding unwilling to abjure, bur 
at laft for fear ſecing the Biſhop ready to give a de- 
finitive ſentence againſt him, he read and figned 
bis abjuration; which done, he was fined 20 /.to the 
King, and penance enjoyned him : which was, the 
next Sunday to go in the Proceſſion with a faggor 
on his ſhouldier arPau/sCroſs, & foro ſtand before 
the Preacher during the Sermon, and afrer thar to 
remainin Priſon during the Biſhops pleaſure. This 
done Anno 1532, not long after he was releaſed,

wcre infected and dyed: 3 of rhem dyed within 
one week one of another, having nothing given them 
ro car, bur Salr-fiſh from Fevrtary to the midftof 
Argift.

Cox who was Schoolmaiter of that place, whom it 
accofted in Latine,and afterward in Greek _ 
ſeverat verſes our of Homer, Complaining of his har 
Condition.

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The Martyrdom of Thomas Benner 

The next that we rcad of was on Thomas Benny 
who received his Mar:yrdom at Exeter. He wg 
born at Cambridge, and there Commenced Maſter 
of Arts,one well learned, & a familiar acquaintance 
of Mr. B:!ney , the glorious Martyr we have ſpokct 
of before. Finding the great Corruption of the 
Clergy to be a great trouble ro him, and fearing n 
fall into trouble in his own Country,thar be migh 
have the morc freedom he went into Devonſbire in 
the year 1524. dwelling at a Town called Ty- 
rington, where hewas utterly unknown. Here hekeyt 
2 School, being Married, bur his expectation 
being nor there aniwered he went to exete; 
abour a year afrer, where he alſo raugh 
School, and ſo mainrained his Family. He wu 
aman of a quiet behaviour, of a godly Converſe 
tion, of a very courteous nature, bumble ro all 
and offenſive ro none : and a dil:geat and arten 
tive hcarer of Sermons. All his ſpare rime he gan 
ro the ſtudy of the Scriptures. Bur when he hem 
of one Wl. Scroud, of Newham of thar County Eſq 
was put into the Biſhops prifon tor the ſake of ti 
Goſpel, he wrore ro him many Comfortable Le 
rers, diſcloſeing ro him who he was, and for w 
he came into that Countryz among other Expreſl 
ons he had this: That becauſe þ. would net be 
whoremaſler, or an unclean perſon he had marr 
a Wife, with wham he had lived out of ti 
Tyranny of his Antickriſtian perſecutors, for Six ye 
he having been a Pricft and raken Orders. Tink 
man being full of zeal for Chriſt and his Goſpel 
beholding dayly the groſs Idol:tries committed 
dumb Idols, and hearing the blaſphemies of theP:

favouring thoſe ofthe Religion, rhis being che Mo- 
ther of our glorious Queen E!:7abeth, who was not 
long after born,and now the PapesSupremacy was 
utterly aboliſhed our of England : And many of the 
High and rantingPopelings now turncd their coats, 
and preachcd publickly againft rhe Supremacy 
of the Pope,for which rhey before had burar divers 
for m2intaining 1t: Bur Sir Tho. More, and Bi- 
ſhop Fs/per,rwo great perſecutors were beheaded, 

Mr.Tyndal Martyred inFlanders. 

In the year 1536 Wilam Tyndal who may be cal- 
led theApoftle of this Nartion,was Martyr'd inFlan- 
d:rs, He was born on the borders of Wales and 
bronghr up in the Univerſity of Oxford where he 
was {ft Converrted to the Goſpel, and after rhar he 
removcd ro Cambridg where he alſo ſtudied and ri- 
pened in the ſtudy of Gods Word. From thence he 
went into Glocefter Shjre and lived with one Welch 

' a Knight of thar County as a Tutor to his children 
whe:e he tranſlated the Erc5iridion of Eraſmu 
inroEng/ifp. but being therc perſecured by rhePricfts 
of that Countty he was fainro fly ro Loxdon, and 
thence went into Germany where he Tranſlated 
the Bible inro Engizfp, being affifted in it by Mr. 
Coverdale, This tranſlation enraged thePopiſhPriefts 
ſo that they procured an order to have it burnr,dc- 
firing to keep the people in Ignorance. Afterwards 
Mr. Tyndal kcing at Autwerp, where he lay, was 
berrayed by one Pk:]:ps his own Country man, ta 
whom he had been very kind and familiir,and rook 
him robe his friend, bur he was deccived in him, 
& carricd priſoner roF?!ford Caſtle by theEmperors 
officers, where he continued till he was Mar- 
tyr'd,.at the precuration of his moſt Cruel meme 
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he Priefts, for no orher crime than tranſlating the 
B:ble. He was firit ſtcangled ara Siake, and then 
hurnr ro Aſhes by the Emperors decree,Mr. Tyndal 
rying at his death O Lord open the King of Eng- 
ands Eyes. The very ſame year Qyeen Ann was

Mr. Lambert Martyr. 

The nexr we ſhall rake notice of is John Lambert 
{l1as Nicholſon, born and brought up in Norchfolk, 
but ſtudied at Cambridg, where he was Converted 
by Mr. B:/ney, and profired very much bothin the 
Latine and Greek tongues : Bur perceiving the vio- 
lence of the times, to avoyde perſecution Went o- 
erinto Germany ro Mr. Tynda/, where he remain=- 
d ſometime Preacher and Chaplain to an Englifþ 
Houſe in Antwerp. till he was diſturbed by Sir 
bo, Moor,and taken and brought thence to London, 
rherethere was 4F5 Articles 1aid ro his charge, all 
Fhich he aniwered in writing. He was kepr 1n pri- * 
ontill the death of Archbiſhop Parham, when he 
vas releaſed and kepr a privat School in London, 
utnot Jong after, he began ro diſpute abour the Sa- 

rament and real preſence, which brought him into 
arther trouble : For by the Advice of Gard- 

er Biſhop of Wincheſter, becauſe the King had Cons 

acted great hatred. from rhe people, for his de- 
moliſhing the Abbjes andMonkeries, ſaying he fa- 
oured Hereticks and herefie, he was reſolved ro 
new the Contrary by his Aﬀtings "—_ this 7:hn 
Lenbert, and therefore after ſeveral diſputings be- 
ore the Biſhops, the King reſolves by Gardners ade 
vice to hear the marter himſelf, where this Holy 
man maintained his Arguments with great learn- 
Ing and modeſty, for 5 hours againit 10 Prelares, 
mbo diſpured againſt kim, and notwithſtanding the 

ings frowns and taunts, being upholden by rhe 
dpirir of God, the main thing being the bufineſs of 
be real preſence inthe Sacrament which he deny- 
d. Arlafſt ir being nighr-and the King willing to 
gone, asked Mr. Lambert whether he would live 
Tr dye, for ir was yEtin his free choyce; ro which 
Limbe;t Anſwercd,thar heſubmirred himſclf _ 
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ly unto the will of his Majefty. Then ſaid the Kin, 
commit your ſelf intro the hands ofGod,and nor iny 
mine. my Soul reptyed he I Commend into th; 
hands of God, bur my Body wholly to your Ce. 
mency. Then ſaid the King if you commir you 
ſelf ro my Judgmenr, you muſt dye, for I will ng 
be a Patron ro Hererticks. Afrer which he con- 
manded Cromwell ro read the ſenrence of Death up- 
on him, which was done to his grief, for he was 

rear favourer ofthe Goſpellers, bur feared if 
Frould refuſe be ſhould incur rhe Kings diſpleaſure, 
and do him no good. Bur ir is ſaid, that Crommel 
asked him forgiyeneſs before he dyed for readin 
the ſentence againſt him. Lambert having notic 
of his death prepared for it very cheerfully, andi 
is to be nored,thar amongall theſe who had ufferet 
at Smithfield there was none that was (ſo crue 
handled as this man, for after his Leggs were bur: 
cd ro the ſtumps, withdrawing the fire from himt 
pu him to more torment, two thar ſtood one ex 

1de of him, pitching their piked halberts into ty 
body, lifred him up as high as the chain would per 
mir them : when he lifring up his hands all of a flant 
cryed aloud to the people, none but Chriſt, none 6 
Chriſt. and being ler down again into the firet 
eaded his Life, in year 1538. 

The Murther of Mr, Packingrton.

Robert Packington,who was a Burgeſs'in Parliamen! 
for the City of London, where ir ſeems he was to 
free in ſj peaking againſt rhe Coveronſneſs and pri:

knowing him to be a ftour reſolure man, ſuch an 
ther as Sir. Edmondbury Godfrey, and might 
rhem a prejudice, they reſolved to take him onte 
the way.

About rhe ſame time, one N. Peke was burnt ar 
Tpſiw:ich, who being art the Stake, and the Furze and 
x gots being ſer on fire, when he was as black as 
a Goal, Dr. K&eading being by with a white Wand 
which he held in his hand, he ftroke Peke on the 
ſhoulder, and bid him recanr, and acknowledge 
thar rhe Sacramenr of the Alrar was the very Body 
of Chrift, Fleſh, Blood, and Bones, and he would 
abſolve him ; ro which he anſwered, I defic both ir 
and thee, and with grear violence ſpat blood our of 
his Body, his Veins being broke within him. Upon 
which 46 Popiſh Doetor in the Name of the Biſh- 
op proclaimed that whoſoever caft a ftick into the 
fire rowards the burning of thar obftinate Hererick, 
ſhould have 40 days pardon; upon which, many ran 
and flung ſticks into the fire, ro obrata this pardon; 
ſuch was their blindneſs and Ignorance. 

Nor long afcer by the cunning devices of Gard- 

*er Biſhop of Wircheſter,and other Popiſh Prelares, 
the fix Arricles were obrained in Parliament. The 
firſt of which was concerning tranſubſtanriation.de- 
claring the Sacramenr of the Alrar after the Pricft- 
Iy conſecration to be the very Body of our Lord, 
with a penalry thar thoſe who ſhould deny this 
Arricle, either by word of mouth, or writing, 
ſhould be burnt alive, withour Abjuration, and all 
rheir goods forfeired ro the King, and as to the 0- 
ther five it was made death and felony by the Law, 
ro deny them, wirhour benefir of Elergy or Sanctu- 
ary.

Thkele 
Arncies were oppolcd openly inParliament byCran- 
me: Archbiſhop of Canterbury: who afterwards 
fuff.red Martyrdom in the days of Queen Mary,as 
ſhall be declared. And among theſe. we mighr 
nominitc rhe Lord Cromwell who loft .bis Life in 
the cauſe of God, by the craft and policy of his Po= 
piſh Adver{a-ies, bur fince it had ſome other ſhew 
than thac of Religion only, we ſhalller ir paſs and 
proceed to orbers. 
Dr.Barnes Martyr. * 

After the Death of the Lord Cromwell, Gardner 
rapes 2gainft all zhar oppoſed the Papal power ar 
his pleaſure, having now gor an Act of Parliamenr 
w their blooHy minds : and now 3 nored Divines 
ſuffered roperher in Smithfield, which I ſhall briefly 
mention. The firft was DoCtor Robert Barnes, who 
having been bred abroad at Levarn, and allo ar rhe 
Univerfiry of Cambridg, was made Prior and Mafter 
of the Houſ: of the 4uguſtines, where much to his 
praiſe he advanced the knowledg of good Letters, 
and cauſcd the Epiſtles of Sr. Pau! ro be read,cauſing 
diſpurarions of rhe ſame publickly, which ſeemed 
ſtrange tro the blind and Ignorant 'Scholars. His 
firft Sermon that he made in defence of the rrurth 
was at Sr.Edward's Church belonging ro Trinity Hall 
i Cambridge, the Sunday before Chriftmaſs day, 
for which be was accuſed of Herefie, by rwo Fel- 
lows of Kings Hall, and Articles drawn up againſt 
him, and nor long after he was publickly arreſted 
dy a Scrjeant at Arms from Lendey, and the noget> 
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firy was learched for Lathers Books': Dr. Barney 
was immediarely had away to Loudon, and brought 
b:fore Cardinal W9//ie, who was then in power, 
After along diſcouric with him, the Cardinai he- 
ing bighly oftcnded with him, tor his preaching a- 
gainft his Pomp, Power,andDignity,1ccing he could 
not cauſe him ro recant, bur ftood 1n the juſtificatis 
on of whar he had publickly delivered according 
ro his Conſcience & theScriptures, he {ent him to the 
Feet, from whence he :was had again before the 
Cardinal, and by the imporrunity of Gardner, Fox, 
and others ,he was periwadcd ar laſt ro abjure, and 
with ſome of the men ot the S:zz//yard, accuſed alſo 
for Lo//ardy, he publickely bore a faggot. After 
Which he was remanded to the Flezr, and rhence 
was removed to Auſtiins Fryer's in London, where 
being Complained againſt to the Cardinal, by thoſe 
who ſought his Life he was removed again to Au- 
= Fryer's in Northampton, With intent to have him 

urnt : Bac be c{caped thence, lcaving a Letter, as 
if thorow deſpair behad gone to drown himlelf,that 
they might nor purſue him, ſo that whilſt rkey were 
ſearching the River for his Body, he made his e(- 
cape to Longon, and thence beyond the (cas, where 
he wrote a Book intituled AitaRomanorumPontif- 
cum, with a ſupplication to King Henry, There he 
grew Familiar with Luther, Melancthon Pomeran, 
the Duke of Saxony and othcrs, and was not long 
afrer ſ{enr over by the King of Dexmark, as his Am- 
baſſador intoErzlani,where Sir Ih o.Moor ſought his 
Life bur, Cromwell ftyod his friend 2 After thar, in 
the rime of Queen A#r, he returned into E-gland, 
and was jen: by the King as his Embafſſador ro the 
Duke of C/eve. But G2rdrer gerting inro the favout 
of the King,never Jett rill he had undermined Dr. 
Bzrne: wao was at laſt ſenr ro the Tower, rogether 
with Thomas Garrat, and Mr. Hierom, from whence 
rhey never came tlli they were carricd to theirMar- 
ryrdom. 

ThomasGarrat and William Hierom Martyrs. 

Thomas Garrat was Curate inHonylane in Loney 
an 
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2nd baving reccived the knowledge of the truth, 
endeavoured all he could ro promote it, and have- 
ing a parcel of Tyndz/s tranſlation of the new Teſta 


ment , and otber books treating of rice Scriprures, 
he went priveicly ro Cxfrd io 1c}] them there, to 
thoſe be knew well aticctcd ro- the Goſpel. Bur 
bis Advertaries. having thcir ipics in every Corner 
hadnorice of 11,4rd immcdizre!; ſome were ſent to 
apprebend borh h'm and his books at Oxford, thar 
they might be bor- burnt rogeiher, and after 
great ſearch he was raken,bur made his eſcape, in- 
tending ro fiy into the wett, bur was purſued and ta» 
ken again and impriſoned, and after much trouble 
was forced ag.init his Covſcience to abjurc: After 
whick/he fledagain from place roplace, for ſear ofhis 

erſecutors,bur was takin apiinby rhe diligenceof 
ts Adverſaries, #n& {cni ro the Tower, from 
whence he was c3r:icd ro the Stake and burnt 
with his Companions, Dr. Barnes and Nir. Hice 
rome. 

The Death of Barne:Garret and Hierom. 

The 3d Companion in tl.is glorious ſuffering was 
Mr; 9 i1zam Hier, who was vicar of Steprey and 
adiligent preacker of God's word, for the comfort 
and edification of the People, and had preached di- 
vers ſermons with intenr toimplant in rhe Conſci- 
ences of men the fincere Truth of Chriftian Religt- 
om, and ro weed our of mers minds trediitons, 
(reams, and 'Popiſh fanfies, in the doing of which 
te had contracted the Harred of the Papifts, who 
Wcreutrer enemies of the Goſpel of Chriſt : and for 
this they ſoughr this good man's Life : The occa- 
hon they reok from a Sermon which ke preached 
ar Paul's Croſs tke fourth Sunday in Lenr, in which, 
[peaking oftSarah and Hagar, he ſaid thoſe who 
were bornof the free Woman were freely Juſtif- 
ed, and the one would think nothing cf falſe dod- 
rine orHerefie could be gathered from theſe words, 
yet he was charged therewith, and ccnvented be- 
tore the King at Weſtminſter, for that be had erro- 


noufly raught the people, thar allthac were torn 
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of Sarah were frecly juſtified, abſolurely without 
Condition Eirher of Baptiſm orPenance,(5c.Several 
other rbings were objected againit him,and he way 
ar laft ſent ro the Tower in order ro his Execution, 
we have ſpoken of theie 3 Martyrs ſeverally, we 
ſhallnow joyn them rogether as fellow 1uffcrer, 
and Martyrs. 

Abour rwo days after the Death of the Lord 
Cromwell, a proceſs was iſſued out againſt rheſe 
three men, by means of Sre. Gardner,to which they 
were never brought ro Aniwer, bur on the 3oth of 
Fuly being Condemned, withour their knowing the 
cauſe, and withour any hearing, Were carried toge- 
ther fcrih of the Tower ro Smithfield to be burnt, 
Then Dr. Barnes made his proteſtation againſt ſeye- 
ral falſe things laid ro his charge,reciting his Faith 
and Belief in God, and tbe Holy Trinity, and freely 
declared his Opinton of many things, praying pub- 
lickly for the health and proſperity of rhe King, 
making 4 requeſts ro him which he defired might 
be made known to kbim3the firſt was, that he might 
Continue the head of rhe Church, 'and make himiclt 
fully and wholly obeyed and ro hearken ro rhe true 
preaching of ſuch as they were who were abourto 
dye for ſpeaking the Truth; The 2d was, That 
his Grace would ſee that Marrimony might be ob- 
ſerved with more Reverence and efteem, as an Or- 
dinance of God; 3d Thar ſwearcrs might be puni- 
ſhed; qth was That he wouid proceed ro finiſh the 
work he had begun, and clcar Gods word fromthe 
traditions of Men. After him Mr, Hierom and Gar- 
rat ſpake {eyerally to the people, prorcſting again 
Herefie, making their ſeveral Confeftions, and cx- 
borting the people ro Love,unity, &amity,and not 
ro be afraid of bearing the Crots of Feſus Chr1 (t, for- 
giving their Enemies and periecuters, afccr the 
example and doctrine of our bleſicd Saviour. Af 
ter they had all pravcd fervently at the Stake, they 
embraced and kiſſed one another, and with very 
much checrfulneſs rendred themſelves ro the cx- 


ecutioner, taking their death with much Chriſt:

Three men Exccured for Popery. 

And here we cannot bur r:ke norice of a very

Martyrs ſuffer'd, there were 3 men whole names 
were Powe, Fetherſion,and bel {uftered for Popery : 
that is tO lay, were executed <zs traytors, by being' 
hang'd drawn & quarter'd for denying theKingsSu- 
premacy, & On their part were alto eſteemed Saints 
& Martyrs,by the Row:/þ Church : fo thar a ſtranger 
ſanding by Cry'd our, Dews bone, & Cc. Gaod God what 
Region 4 in ths Nation | bere the Papiſis are hang'd 
and there the Antipapiſts or Proteſtants are burnt. 

And now the terrible perſecuror and tyranc a- 
ganſt Gods flock, Bloody Boxn.r Bilkop of London 
began to rage, and dip his hands in Blood : one 
Mekuts a poor filly 1gnorant Jad, for ſome raſh 
words was brought to the Stake and burnt inSmith- 
field,for which many crycd our ſhame of btn. Abour 
the ſame time 3 were burar at $a/46:r77y, whoſe 
names were Spenſer, Ramſey and He:per, one of them 
Which was Spen/?2r having bicna Vrieft ard was 
married, and had ſpoken againtt rne Sacrament of 
tne Alrar. And now upon the fix Articles much 
vouble and perſccurion arote in Lond n by means 
the aforeſa1d Bonner,there being no lets than 130, 
odd perſons troubled, preiented,and impriſoned for 
teir Religion, | 

The Murther of Joha Portcr in priſons 

Among the reſt, one 7obu Porter, a young man, 
who had an aucible voyce, and read well, uſed ro 
read aloud in the Bible, publickly ſer up in Pals, 
by Bonner himſelf, by means of the Lord Crommell, 
ind was there chained : bur now things altering 
forthe worſe, and this young man reading often in 
t' for his own edification, and orhers who came 
tohear him read, it came tothe Biſhops cars, who 
thereupon ſent for him,& leverely reprehended him 
for ir, bur the young man told him thar he had done 
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nothing againft ih. Law, «nd cbat bc luj poicd thar 
the Bible was ſcc up there for that end. But 5onney 
being gal!'d ar his prudent Anſwer, lay'd ta his 
charge char he had made Comments on rhe tcxr, 
and gthercd great multitudes abour him ro m:ke 
rumults; and 1a che end, under rhis pretext ana faile 
charge (cnt th1s young man to Newgate, Where ke 
was miſcrably fetrer'd and manacl'd with Irons, 
both Icggs, 'arms and ncck, faftencd ro the w.llin 
the Dungeon : Bcing thus crucliy handled, a Kinſ- 
min of his with mony and fricndſhip for a while 
boughr off bis Irons, and he was removed into 
the Common Goal, wkere the Fclons were, whole 
wicked lives, Curſings and Swearing, was much 
more intolerable ro this good young man than his 
formzr Icons, upon which he {ought ro admonith 
them, and exhomeed rhem ro 2mcndment of [ite 
giving rhem many Inſtructions our cf he Scriprures, 
for which he was complaned of, and again c-rried 
down inro the lower Pungeon, and fo oppreſſed 
wich b-irs and Irons, thar in 8 days time he wa 
found dead. Ir was reported by ſome, who lived 
near, that they could hear his crycs and groncs ab 
rer a moſt lamentable manner, thar ir peirced : heir 
ſouls, ſome nights before he dyed, and 'rwas 
thought that they had pur on him an Engine, which 
they cail The Devil on the Neck which _—_ 
the neck of a man and his leggs together in ſuc 
ſort,the more they ſtir or ſtrive tor e:ſe, rhe ftraiter 
it preflerh them, ſo that within a few hours, it 
cruthes a mans back and bnily ro pieces. Much 
abour rhe ſame time one Fames Morton and Thems 
Bern:rd were both burnt at Linco/n by rhe Biſhop 
there, he one for reaching the Lords Prayer in Eng- 
i;/þ and the orber for having in his honſe the Epiſtle 
of St. Fames in Engliſh. 
Perſecurion in Find/or, | 

In the year 1544 great Perſecution of ſeveral 
Goſpellers, and good men, fell out in Fnd/er, by 
the means of Doctor London then one of the Pre- 
bcnds there, -and a fierce Papiſt, and among the ref 
Perſons, 
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Perſons, Marbeckg Filmer, and Teftmood, were Con- 
demned to dye, Marbeck had the Kings Pardon bur 
the other 3 were burnt withour the Lown, Mar- 
beck bad begun ro tranſlate the Concordance of the 
Bible out of Latine into Engliſh which ſtomached 
them, bur they Indicted him for ſaying thar the 
Elevation of the Sacramnent was the fimilitude of 
ſerting up the Images of Jeroboam's Calves in the 
Temple, with other like things. Teſtwood was a 
great muſirian, and for his Skill in mutick and fing- 
ing, was preferred to be of the Chamters of Windfor, 
bur being a great Goſpeller and no good diflcmbler, 
he was taken notice of and fell into ſeveral grear 
troubles, bur by reaſon of his Skill and Arr, he found 
friends; bur ar laſt he was Indictcd by his Adver- 
faries, for laughing and deriding the Elevation of 
the Hoſt, Henry Filmer was allo of Windſor and 
had been Church Warden there, and in his office, 
had noted ſome exorbirances in ſome of rhe Pricfts 
and among the reft of the Vicar of the Town, for 
which he was maligned, bur he was Indicted for 
ſaying, that rhe Sacrament of the Altar was no- 
thing bur a ſimilirude,and it God be in it,he had ca- 
ten20 Gods in his life time. Anthony Perſons was 
an honeſt Prcicft living near Windſor, who by his 
excellent preaching and ſound Doctrine, drew 
many afccr him,arnd was much followed, for which 
the Popelins envied bim and bore bim much malice, 
lo that they ſer privy Spies to intrap him, and have- 
ing gor matter againft him, he was Indicted for 
preaching in a place called H:ngfield, where he 
ſhould ſay :Thar like asChrift was hanged berween 
wo Thieves, even ſo when the Prieſt is ar mals, 
and bath lifted the Hoft over his Head, he there 
hangech berween rwo Thieves except he be one 
that preaches the Word of God truly. Thar he 


had ſaid ro the people that they ſhould nor ear 
and rear the fleſh of Chrift with rheir reerh,&c- 
For Chrift ſaid, This is my Body, which was the 
Word of God which was ro be broken to the peo- 
ple, with ſuch like, ro m_ he gave his particu- 
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lar An{wers : Bur a Commiliion was ſent down for 
the tryal cf rhefe perſons, according to rhe Ac 
of the fix: Arricles, and the «foreſaid perions clapr 
i1ro the Jayle : T:ſtwood being tick and In bed, was 


h:led rhence, and forced into priton, going upon: 


Cru:ches. The chict Judges who tat on thete men 
were Doctor C:po3 Biſhop of $::455ry, Sr. William 
Eſſex Knight, St. Tho Bridges, Sr. Humphry Foſter, 
Mr. Franklin Dean of Wirajcr, and Mr. Fachsell of 
Reading. 

After very unjuſt doings, packing of rhe Jury 
being ſtrangers, and nor of the neighbourhood, and 
allof th:zm farmers bclonging to rhe Colledg of 
Mndſor,and ſome of them Contrary to rhe Statute 
had bur one witneſs appearing agaiaft them yet 
they were all of them found guilty by the Turie, 
and condemned ro dye the next day by the Courr; 
Fatchell giving the Szntence. There came a pardon 
for M:yheck;& the reft ſecing their bard lot comfor- 
red one anotber, knowing that they dyed in a good 
Cauſe. All nighr they fpent in fervent prayer to 
God ro ftrengthen'them,thar rhey mighr be ſtedfaſt 
In their rorments, praying alſo for their perſecutors, 
rhar God would forgiie themyfince they did what 
rhey did through blind Ignorance and zeal. The 
nexr day being Frydiy, their exccurton was reſpi- 
red, bur on the Saturday, when they were todye, 
defiring ro receive rhe Szcrament, 1t was denycd 
rhem,for rhey {aid ir was not to be granted ro Hlere- 
ticks, bur they mighr be Conteſſed 1t they would. 
As they paſſed rhorow the Strects, rhey prayed 
all good pcople ro pray for them, and F:/mer who 
was Condemned from rhe refttimony of his own 
Brother, only, as be pzit by his door, called feveral 
times on him that he moughr fee him, bur he 
would not appear, however F:/;nzr moſt Chriftian 
like defired God to forgive bim, for he had reſtified 
wrongfully agaiafſt Him. When rhcey were come 
ro the Stake, Mr. Perſons with a chearful Countc- 
nance, embracing the Stake in his Arms, and 
Kiffingir, ſaid; Now welcom my own ſweet gf +: 
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for th ſpall thou and 1 be married together in the 
Love andpe x0e:of God. B-ing ali bound to rhe poſt, a 
ccrtain young man of Fils acquatniance;hrought 
him 2 por of drink, Which he dre nk otro jtis Com- 
panions, who pledged him, at which dilnking ther 
Adverſaries mace a jCiting, reporting afterwards 
that they were ail drunk, 2nd knew nor what they 
ſaid. After rhey had drank, Mr. Fi/mer 1atd my Bre- 
thren,let us ve merry in theLord, for It, God that 
after thr ſs.rp Breai faſt, we ſhili have a goed dinner 
m the Kingaom of Cintjt our Lord and Redeemer, Ac 

which vrorc's the Fire being ſer ro the ftraw Teſt 
word lifting up his Hands and cycs ro Hearcn, 

cetircd Gol to receive his {pirit, And Mr. Per jos 

pulling the ſtraw ro him, put a good handful on bis 

Head, ſaying Uhr is Gods Hat: new am Tareſſed ihe 

a true Souid,cr of Chrifl, by mieſe merits on(y I truſt 

thy day to enter i::to bis. Foy. And 1o they yeild- 

ed up their ſouls ro God, like meck L2mbs, with 

ſo much paricrnce and rranquilliry, and fo freat 

ſtedfaftneſs,rharam?zed rhe people,& many wilked 

that they had becn lo happy as to have dycd wuh 

them. 

The Perſecutors diſgraced, 


Nor long after the whole Conſpiracy of rhe Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter, Dr. London Stmo71: and Ohebam 
came to be revealed by Geds Providence and how 
unjuftly they had dcalt with theſe pocr men, have- 
ing alſo lay'd a dcfign againft ſeveral of the Kings 
Privie Council, and many Knights and Gen:lemen, 
as favourers of Hercfie, which bcing made known 
tothe King, he withdrew his Favonr from Gard- 
ner; and London, Simmons, and Olzheam, Perjuric 
being proved againſt them, rode raorow M7rdfor 
with their faces ro rhe Horſes rails, and papers of 
their Crimes pinned on their breaſts, and Oteham 
the like at Newberry, where he flood in the pil- 
lory. Thus God by his ſecret [Judgment brought 
the wickedne's of rbeſe malicious Papiſts rolighr, 
and their perſons to diſgrace, being cycr hared of 
a] men. F 3 Abour 
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Abour the ſame rime, great perſecyfion was 
made art Calice, where one Adam Dgmlip, Dod, and 
ſeveral ortbers were Marryred. And likewile in 
Scotland fufered many Martyrs, in the latter end 
of the reign of King Henry the 8th of England, as 
Mr. W:/chart, Walace, Sr. John Borthwick,, and di- 
vers others, ſo rhar many there as well as in England 
ſealed to tbe truth of the Goſpel with their Blood, 
Bur we ſhall omit forrcigners, and ſpeak only of 
thoſcof our own nation, as we have ar firft propo- 
ſed,having enough and roo many execured,and tor- 
mented,by rhe bloody Papifts. 

Kerby and Clark Martyr'din Suffolk. 

In the year 1546, Mr. Kzrby and C/ark were 
burned for their religion in S/0/;: paſſing over 
one Henrie and bis ſervant burnt ar Co!cheſter, and 
alſo one Sary a Pricft who was hang'd privatly in 
the Biſhop of MincheſtzrsPorrers lodg, and that not 
Without the privity of the Biſhop bunſelf, as ir was 
thought, for indeed it would be roo long to enume- 
rate all the publick and private Murthers of theſe 
bloody Papifts. Buras tothe Story of Kerby and 
C/ark, in bricf it was this. | 

Kerby and Clark of Mende/fham in the County of 
Surf were apprehended for Goſpellcrs, and 
thrown into the Goal, and 4 Commion was ſent 
down to try them, the chief of the Commiflioners 
was the Lori Wentworth. Being broug hr before 
them having in Secret prayed torhemſeclves a while 
with hands & eyes lifred up,thcy hearkned to their 
charge, which were certain Articles pur in-againft 
them, concerning the Sacramcnr, nc, being there 
publickly demanded, if rhar afrer rte words of 
Conſccration ſpoken by the Priefts, rhe bred did 
not then become the very fleſh,blood ard bones of 
Jeſus Chrif, 3s he was born of the Vironn * they 
anſwered No : That they did not bclicv+< ir. but 
rhar it was a ſign to pur 's in mint cf Chriſts 
Death, for the ron wn of eur ns: u; cn this, 
afrer they bad uſed m \reumcnts, perlWefions, 
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and threats 10 thel. p3or mcn, ro make them alter 
th: 1x minds, in vain ; {entence was given againft 
them, Ke: by to be burnt in ſpſw:ch the nexr $Sarur- 
day following, 2nd R:ger Clark at Bury before Garg 
Munday enſuing. K4rby having received his fen- 
rence,holding uy his hands, with humble reverence 
bowing bimiclt, be ſaid, Prayſed ve 4:mightie God; 
and then fto::d ft:11 ſaying no more. And Clark ar 
py from the Judgment ſear ſaid, with ſome 

/chemency : F:ght for your God, for he hath not iong 
zo co.:unue, Which was a Prophefic of the Refor- 
mation which happened nor long ater. ] he next 
day, which was S-rurday, Ke#by w.s brought forth 
to the marker place abour ren of the Clock, whcre 
was a Stake ready, wood, broom and ftraw for his 
burning, Having pur off his clothcs ro bis ſhirt, with 
bis night cap on his head, he was f:ſtened ro-the 
Stake with I-ons. The Lord Werrworth and others 
ficting in 2Gallcry to ſee the exccurion; a very great 
Concourle of people being preſent: One Doctor 
R-g'4am made an uration or ſermon, ?frer Which 
he examined K2rb+ concerning his belick of rhe Sa- 
crainenr ro which he aniwered as before, 1nd rh4t 
he would dyc in thar Opinion. After which the 
Sheriff acking him if he haq4 any more ro ſay, he 
took off his nighr Cap, and Cafting i away, he lifr- 
ed up his hands and ſaid the [e D-wm, tie Belief, 
and other prayers in th: Fyg/1f rongue. And 1t 
was obſerved, rthar the Lo-d Fentmorth and divers 
others could nor refrain from weering,art the hum- 
ble Carriage of this holy Marryr. After he had done, 
he bid the Sher'ft do his office, and fire being ſer 
to him, hecalled upon God, Knocking his Breaſt, 
2s long as he had any remembrance left. The people 
being much affected atrhe Carriage and Conftanc 
of this illiterare man, prayſed Gd with greag ade 
miration. 

On the Gang Monday 3bour ren ofthe Clock, 
Anno 1546, Roger Clark was brought ont of priton, 
going on foor to be burnt in Bur; : By the w2y the 
proccilion mer him, bur he would cake no oriter 
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norice, bur kept on his way, only rcproving the 
eople for their Idolatry and Superftirion, at which 
the officers were much ctfended ; When he came 
ro the place of exccution, all rhings bcing ready, 
he knecled down ar the Stake, and aid aloud, 
the Magnificat in Engliſh, making a kind of par: 
raphraſe rhercof: Afcer he bad done,he was taftned 
ro the Stake, and fire was ſer ro him, bur rhe wood 
being green he was almoſt tuffocared with ſmoke, 
and part of him being only ſcorched, he ſutfered 
unmerciful rorments, and his feer being pur into 
a pirch'd barrell,be was ſo pained, rhar he gor them 
- out with Violence. *® Ar lengrh, one bearing offthe 
Iron ring thar faſtened: his neck ro the Stake, let 
him fill down into the fire,and ſo he was at laſtCon- 
ſumed roAſhes, Abour the ſame rime oneR-gers was 
burnt in Norzhfolk by means of that Biſhop, andike 
Dnake,upon the 6 Arricles. 

Bur I ſhall now conclude this ſecond part with 
the Martyrdom of An» Askerr a Vertuous and Con 
ftanr woman in rhe, Cauſe of Chriſt, with whon 
alſo was burnt in Smit»fie/d, Fohn Lacells a Gentle-

The Martyrdom and Cruel uſage of Mrs. Ann, 
Askew and 3 Gentlemen 1n Smithfield. 

Mrs. Ann Ashkew had been in grear rro-ble for! 
year before 1545, baving been in ſeveral priſons, 
had before the Lord Mayor, the Biſhop, ant Coun: 
cel}, for her religion, chiefly for nor owning the 
real preſercein the Sacrament being alſo moft fallly 
accuſed of ſeveral other Articles, by rhe malice 
and Inſtigation of rae Popith Priefts her inveterat 
Enemies; bur by her prudent Anſwers to all their 
Intrapping queſtions, and by the {:>}ictration of her 
Friends, ſhe came cur upon bai! ; bur the yei 
I546. by means of her aforeſ:id Enemies, and 
eſpecially by rhe power and malice of Biſhop Br 
7er then Biſhop of London, and the Chancellcr 

'Frithſley ſhe was brought again in10 rrouble, ad 
pur 1nto priſon, being ſeyeral times c __ ,They 
; hoping 
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hoping by ber means ro derect ſeveral Ladys 
and great pertons of her acquaintance, for Adere- 
ticks; but all rhey could doc could nor make her 
Confels any ro do them injury ; which ſo enraged 
them, that they rook her trom Newgate where ſhe 
had been impriſoned, and ſent her tothe Tower, 
where they reſolved ro rorment this Innocent 
Gentlewoman, bur moſt Conſtant fervanr of Feſus 


Cbriſk, Thercfore ro mak<hcr Confeſs, they cau- 


ſed her to be pur upon the Rack, where they kepr 


* hertill ſhe ſwouned, and when the Lizurenant of 


the I ower pittying her weak Condition, refuled ro 


| rack her any Longer, The Chancellor himſelf and 


ore Mr. Rich who was with tim, threarned the 
Licur2nant of the Tower ro Complain of him to rhe 
King, for favouring Herericks ; this was Sr. Anthony 
Knevet; bur when rhey ſaw they could nor prevail 
with him ro rorment the languiſhing Gentlewoman 
any farther, rhe Chancellor and Rzch throwing off 
their gowns , would needs play the *"Formentors 
themſelves, and asking her firft if ſhe. were with 
child, ſhe told them they ſhould nor ſpare her for 
thar, burdu their wills upon her, upon which rhey 
lay'd her again upon the R=ck, where they moſt 
Cruelly and barbarouſly rormented her, r11] all her 
bones and joynts were pulled our of their places, 
ſhe enduring it with moſt admirable parience, all 
the rime praying ro God, and when rhey had ryred 
themſelves to no purpoit, not being able with all 
their rorments ro make her Confeſs any thing, or 
accuſe any body.rhey lefc her to be carried away in 
achair ro her lodging, not being able ro ſtir hand or 
foor. She was therefore ar laft Condemned ro be 
burnr, upon thar Arricle, for denying the real pre- 
ſence after the words of Conſecrartion, w hich ſhe 
denyed, ſaying, thar then their Creed was fallc, 
which ſzys, he fitteth ar the Right hand of God the 
Father Almighry,&c. This Gentleweman was horn 
of a good ftock, and might have liv'd well and 
plentifully.and in grear proſperity, would ſhe bave 


one againſt her Conſcience, and have denied 
hed as y Chrift: 
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Chri' : Bur ſhe gloricd in her ſufferings, wh , 


God ca .bl<d her ro endure, and ar laft icaled aq 
reſti-19ny with her blood, after ſhe hd been ſeye. 
ral ways tormenred, and ic: ving behind her a 
examplc otChriftian fort ads for all men ro foiloy, 
and by hcr example and ex}.0: tations, the three 4 
fo:eſ-1d men, Mr. Lace/.s, Bclentan, and Adany 
wcrc encouraged, and iecc:ved from hcr gruy 
comfort ar their Death, deing burnt with acr in 
Smithfield, Mrs Ask:w bckiy not able to gocby 
rcaſon of ber racking, ſhe was o_ ro the dr :ke 
in a chair, where ſhe was faftned by the middle, 
with a chin, and io were the reſt of the Martyr, 
and all rhings bcing preparcd, there bcing a grea 
Concourle of people, and the Ch incellor, the Duk: 
of Norchfolk , the Earl of Bedford, the Lord My 


and others of qualicy being preſent, fitting ona 
Scaffold, Dr. Saxton made a Sermon, after which 
the fire bing ready to be pur ro them,rhe Chance! 
lor (ent to Mrs. Askew the Ks. pardon, it ſhe woull 
recant her opinion, which ſhe utrerly refulcd: 


Then the ſame was off:r'd ro the reſt, bur the 
allo followed her example, being ſtrengrhened by 
her exhorrarions, upon which the Lord Mayor 
cryed, fiat Z-/t:t14, and ſo cauſed firc ro be putto 
them, which cheſc Marryrs conftantly and without 
ſhrinking,or ſhewing any change endured, till their 
bodies were contumed. This execution was about 
the moath of F'ine. 1 546. 
Th- Reformation vegun by King Ed. 6th. 

The nex: year being I 547, King Henry dyed,and 
the Church of God bad a refpire, by tbe reign 
of :he moſt pious King Edward the 6th, who begun 
the Reformation, and fully extirpared Popery out 
of .his Land, ajl w hoſe dates the Goſpel flourithed, 
and the Church of Chrift was cftabliſhed, and he 
with fingular conftancy mainrained Religion, burkit 
rcign being bur ſhort, continuing bur fix years 
Eighr Months, and Queen Mary his fiftcr a ſtrong 
Papift. ſucceeding, the blefſed Reformation was 
thrown down, Popery again ſer up, and fre - 
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me cnkindled,in all places thorow this Kingdom, 
yy the means of the Pp/þ Clergy , who moſt crueily 
:ndicd all rhoſe who profeſſcd rheGolpel of Chrift ; 
xeing a far grearer and ſmarrer perſecurion, than 
7 har went before, which ſhall be, God — 
je ſubjet of our Third, and 1:ft parr of rhe Pop 
melcies, exerciſed upon the Bodys of Proteſtants, 
jifſcnrers from them , >r ſuch as profeſſed the 
re Goſpel of Chriſt, or any ways oppoſed their 
Idolatry and.

This min 
was born of good parents, bis mother being aGen- 
lewoman of good Quality, be was firftcducareda 
Eaton Colledg,& from thence tent io Kirgs Colledy 
in Cambridge, where. he continucd for ſome time, 
and prohited very much in his Studics, bur his mo- 
ther intending him for a Merchant, rook him from 
zbence,and bound him Prentile 10.Sr 3F7lliam Cheſier 
who was afterwards Sheriff of Londen, the ſame 
year that Mr. S.:und:rs was burnt. Bur God-1o 
wrought on rhe ſpirit of this. young man, thar he 
111 conrinued his Scudics; finding an averſion 1 
himſelf ro rhe way be was in, which made hin 
penſive and melanchollick, which being perceives 
| : 
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by his Miaſtcr,he defired ro know what might be the 
rcalon of 1r, upon Waich he frecly declared his 
mind, and how he was bent on his Scudics, and 
did nt at all reliſh that kind ct Lite; upon which 
lis Matter wrote to tis. friends,and jrccly gave bim 
up tzs [Indentures, and ſet himar liberty, 10 hisno 
iinall rejoyC:ng.

Whence be was had before the Council, and after bo: 
ſeveral examinations he was condemned; after oe 
which Mr. Saunders at his goeing away ſaid, tha 
be did preach ſincerely the word inits purity, and thi F 
he now was forbidden by them to do it, with his mouth ; 
yet be doubted nor, but that his blood would do tix "ay 
Jame. He was ſent ropriſon, where he continucdaþ, 
year and 3 months, in which time one tharwa,.. 
his Bedfellow declared,thar he had often heard Mr. 
Saunders {ay, thar hefelr the power of God up0 
him wonderfully comforting him infomuch, that 
nor only his Spirit, bur his Body alſo received 
raſt of rhe Communion of Sainrs, whilſt be felt 
ſweer and pleaſant refrcſhing, flow thorow eve!) 
part and member rhereof, from rhe hearr, cbbing 
and flowing like a ride of \weer and Spiritual fla 
thorow his whole body. Bur ſuch was their cruely 
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thatin-all this rune, by the Biſhops order, they 


would not ſuffer his Wite ro come co ſee him ſhe 
ſeveral times atrempred itz bur one day intreat- 
ingthe Keeper with her young Child in her Arms, 
the Keeper rook rbe Child and carried him (being 
aB3y)co ais father, which rejoyced rheHearr of Mr. 
Saunders, Who laid, what man would not lay his Life 
down before be would make ſ«th a fine Child a Baſtard, 
and its Morher a Whore, as [muſt if I embrace the 
Religion of Rome ? Ar laft Bonner came ro the 
priſon where he was, and degraded him, and 
then delivered him over ro the Secular Power, 
( after he was Excommunicatecd ) to be burnt for 
an Hererick. The Sheriff of Loxdon rook him, 
and carried him ro the Counter in Bread-treer, 
by own Par:ſh, bur he ftayed not long there, 
tecaule an order was figned for his burning 1n 
Crentry, t9 Which place he was carried, and pur 
aro the Common Goal where he ſpent the nightin 
Yrayers, and the next day bring the 8thof February, 
e was led ro execution in the Park withour rhe 
ty, going in an old Gown, and a ſhirr, bare foor- 
d, falling ofcen flat on his face, and praying to 
imſelf, When he came to the Stake, a pardon was 
fFr'd bim, if he would recanr, bur he refufed 1t 
ing, it & not I, nor my fellow Preachers, that hurt 
we Queen, or the Realm, but ſuch as you (ſpeaking to 
r oficers ) who reſiſt Gods holy word, and I ſpall never 
woke the Truth of what I have taught, and openty

in ro the fire; ro which be went witha chearfull 
Founrenance, nothing daunred, and coming ro rhe

The next moſt gollyMareyr, who ſuffered he

Giaceſier and Worceſier , and Who was burnt a 
Gice:ſter Feb. grh 1555. This man was bred a Sm. 
&enrt in the Univerfſicy of Oxford, Where he lcd; 
pious and tobcr Life, and was a good Schollar, by 
1n rhe crime of perſecution in King Hen. Schdays,h 
was forced to leave the Univerfity and to become 
Steward to Sr. ih»mas Arundel, but Sr. Thomas be 
inga Papiit, tho hc loved Mr. Hooper yet looking 
on him as an Herciick he would nor keep him, bu 
ſent him privately to the Biſhop of Wincheſter rhaſfſ 
he might Convert him : bur rhe B:thop nor being] 
able ro anſwer Mr. Hoopers ſolid Arguments {eu 
him back ro his Mafter, bur intending ro do hin 
miſchief, hc being a Conſtant pertccurtor of all good 
People : bur Mr. Hoeper having no:ice of it, ett Srl 
Tre. Arundeis Houſe and ſervice and got overſca 
to Pary, whicre heftaycd nor long, before he tC 
turned for England and was retained hy one MC 
Str. Lowe, bur he was not long rhere betore not 
was given of him, and he was fainto diſguiſe binfſo: 
ſelf and Ry over to Ireland, trom whence heweaſſſd 
ro France, and thorow France into Germany wir" 
he remained, both at Bajil and ar Zur:ck in wwiyyi 
conipany of (cveral Proteftare Minifters, who went 
great friends ro him, and where he Married a win 
who was a B:rgundian. Here he ſtaycd tl 
Reign of the pious King Ed. 6th, when defirous [la 
tec h1s native Country, be rook leave of his friend 
and among the reft rhe famous Mr. Bu/inger wighh'e 
ar parting defired him not to forger rhem wheaYe 
proſperity in his own Land,tho he ſhould be mi | 
a Biſhop; ro whom Mr. Hooper propherically 1? 
plyed that he would conftantly wrire to them, ſr

ays,hinbis bouſc keeping. Ar lit he was called to pre2ch 
<comÞbcfore theKing, who I:ked him ſo well,thar be mad 2 
1» beÞY tim Biſhop of G!ocefter,and afterwards of Horcejter, 
ookingſdoth which Biſhopricks ke held ar one r1me. iris 
n, byYobſerved char when he was made a Biſhop, be rook 
er rhaWtor bis Arms, or cle ir was propher:ically given 
- beinbim by rhe Hera/ds, A Lamb in a ficry Buſh, and

the fun beams d:{cending from heaven upon rhe 


bim Y Limb, which was an Hierogliphic of his {uffering 
11 goot ly fire, which afterwards came 10 paſs.He continu- 
left SfWed in b1s Diocels of Glonceſter till arer the Dearh 
verſa! King Edward, and thar. Q AMzy came tothe 
he reYCrown, when being ſenc for up to London by rhe 
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Queens ord-r,tuis friends Coualciled him wo Aly, bur 
he refuſed ir laying, tho he formeriy did ſo, when he 
bad no charge, yetnow being called ro be a ſhepherd 
of ſouls,ir became nor a Biſhop ro fly from his flock, 
nd tho he knew the danger of ſtaying, yer he 
mould willingly {cal ro chat Doctrio he had raughr, 
virh his Blood. B-ing come 10 Lo-.47n he was bad 
mnoexamination by rheCounctl, where his Marriage 
was urged againſt him, which he maintained ro be 
lawfulby theLaw of God. Then rhey examined him 
won the 6 Articles, eſpecially that of rhe real 
reſence in the Sacrament, which he denyed, and 
hewed his Arguments for his opinion, according 
b the holy Writ : alledging this Texr, Quem 
wortet celum, &c, Whom the Heavens thall con- 
an until the Reftaurarion of all chings. Bur rhis did 
or ſarisfie, he had ſeveral] diſpures v/:th the Biſhops 
ad Doctors upon this point, and was ſeveral rimes 
es; (caminced before rhem, keeping aim in prion almoſt 
hall oF'3 months, He was kepr in the Fleet fo ftrictly, 
crurnthar none of his friends were ſuffcred-ro come ro 
nd offitim, and the more rotorment him B-:bington tbe 
wi 0-3 then 
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then Warden, pur himinro a room over the Com- 
mon fhori, which ſtunk like Carion, gave him the 
Sciatica, and other diſcaics, where he had nothing 
to lye on bur a pad of Straw, and an old Coverlex 
ro throw over him, and when the Warden was told 
by ſome of the Warders, that they thought he 
would dye, he groaned {ſo much; ler him dye ( ſaid 
hc) ifhe will, there will be a good riddance of him, 
and ſo Commanded the doors ro be kepr faſt lock'd 
upon him. Ar laft afrer many Conferences and Ex- 
aminations, ſeeing they could nor bring him overto 
them, Articles being exhibired againſt him, he was 
at laſtCondemned,and delivered over to theSheriffs, 
he being firſt deprived of his Biſhopricks, and af- 
rcr he had been ſome time in Newgate, Biſhop Box- 
»er with his Affiftams came and formally degraded 
him. Afrer which an order was grantcd for the 
writ de Comburendo ,&c. and thar he ſhould be burn; 
at Glouceſter, which did nor a little rejoyce this 
good man, that he ſhould die in his own Diocek, 
and rhere confirm the Doctrine he had raught, 
.with his blood. On the fth of Febuary early in the 
morning, he was delivered ro ſome of rhe Queens 
Guards, who conducted himon horſeback ro Glu- 
ceſter, and delivered him ro the Sheriffs rhere, in 
order to his Execution the next Day ; the Lord 
Chandois and ſeveral others, being made Comnul- 
fioners for that purpoſe. That nighr' before bis 
death, he went to bed carly, and having had hi 
firft ſleep, which was ſound, he ſpent the reſt in 
prayer, having dcfired of the Sheriffs thar he migit 
not be difturbed by any, il] rhey came ro have him 
away, Which was granted, and abour $ of the Clock 
the next morning, with a great Guard they ferched 
this good man ro carry him to his burning, to which 
he walked on foor, in a borrowed Gown, mult!- 
tudes of people bewailing him, crying, and wring: 
ing their hands. Bur he exhorred them to parience, 
and told them he:came nor to dye as a Trayror,but 
becauſe he would nor account .that Hercſic and 
falfe Doctrine, which he preached to them hs 
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he was their Pattor. He look'd very chearfully, as 
he went, and more ruddy than uſually, bur he was 
Conmanded nor to ſpeak to the people; lo they 
ſtop'd his mouth, which he was fain ro ſubmir ro, 
tho it grieved him to ſee rae people weep lo birter- 
ly, bur lifting bis eyes to heaven, he prayed ro him- 
ſell when he came ro the Stake, and che preparation 
was made for him, near unto the grear Elme, near 
the Colledg of Pricfts, where he uled ro preach ro 
the people, be kneeled down, beckning to ſeveral 
thar he knew, to hearken to his prayers, bur rc 
Officers did all rheycould ro keep the people ar a di- 
ſtance, that they migbr nor hear him. In rac midſt of 
his praycr,aBox was brought and lay'd before him, 
Suggs they ſaid was his pardon, if he would re- 
nt, at Which he cryed our, if you Love my ſoul 
away With ir, if you love my ſoul away with ir: 
defiring them nor to interrupr his prayers. Then - 
ſad che L.Chandozs ſeeing there 1s no remedy, dil- 
pach him quickly. Art which the good man ſpeak- 
ingto theSberiffs,rold them,all tbe favour he defired 
ofthem was, that he might make an end of his pra- 
yers, and thar he might have a quick fire. His pra- 
yers being finiſhed he pulled off hisGown,and gave 
'ttorhe Sheriffs to be dclivered to him that lent it, 
and ſtripping himſelf ro bis .ioubler 8c breeches, he 
thought ro be burned in them, but the Sheriffs made 
bim ſtrip all off co his ſhirt, which be ſubmitted ro, . 
and raking a poynt from his Hoſe herruſſed up his 
Shirt berween his leggs where they cauſed abour a 
pound of Gunpowder 1n a bagg to be placed, and as 
much under etther Arm : then they broughr Iron 
hoops ro pur abour his leggs, neck, and middle, bur 
he refuſed rhem, ſaying thar he knew God would 
give bim ftrengrh ro indure the rormenr of the fire 
withour them ; yer ar laſt he was perſwaded ro ſuf- 
icrone abour bis middle, & his belly being ſwcll'd 
and big by lying in priſon, ic pinch'd him mucb. 
After he was placed, he look'd abour and ſaw the 
3m round him birterly weeping, bur nor being 
uffered to ſpeak ro them, he lifred up bis eyes ro- 
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wards ficaven and prayed to himfeit. Atccr he 114d 


done, re execuriorier came to ask him forgivenets, 


10 Whom he ſaid he knew not rizat be Bad ever of- 
fer-ded bim3 ro whom he replyed : I am i5ppoymet 
to {cr fire io you ro burn you; In rhar ta1d Mir. Hooper 
thou doſt nothing offend me, God forgive thee thy 
fins and do thy office. Then rh: reeds being pur 
abour him, he took them jn his Arms and Kiſſed 
them, giving order how they ſhouid be placed : 
preſearly ficc was ordered ro be pur co him, bur by 
reaſon rhe figgors were green and alto vcry tew, 
rhey pur this holy man to 1ncollerable corments, and 
the wind being allo ſtrong, blew rac flame trom him 


ſo rhar he was only tcorched by the fire. Then they# 


ferch'd ſome dry faggors and made a new fire, bu 
all rhe reeds being gonc, they burar h13 neirher parts, 
and never reach'd his upper parts,only ſcorchYard 
- Shrifled his Skin, and burar his hair. All which 
rime tis holy Martyr was heard ro pray as one 
without pain, O Jeſus the fon of O2vid have mercy 
upop me, and receive my foul : After this ſecond 


firc was ſpent, he wiped his cyes with his hands, and . 


beholding the P-ople heflaid with an indifferent 
loud voyce. For Ged's Lev? good: People let me have 
more fire, and all rho 'waile his neicher parts were 
burning. Then'they made a'3d fire more extream 
than the other, & rhen the bladders of Gunpowder 
| broke,which did not much good, by reaſon the wind 
was ſo Violent; then he prayed wich a loud voyce, 
Lord Feſus have mzrcy upon me,Lord Jeſus receive my 
Stirit : theſe were the laſt words he was heard 10 
ſpeak ; bur when his lipps and mouuth were black as 
a Coal,and his rongue ſweileg,c.cy were perceived 
ro move till his lips were quire burtit away. Then 
he knocked his breaft with his hands trill one of his 
Arms fell off, and then he knocked ir ftill wirh rhe 
orher whilſt warer, far and blood fryed our at his 
fingers ends : art laſt they renewed rhe fire when 
bending his body over the hoop of Iron he yeilded 
Gp his Spirir, LEED | 
:*Or 'rhe ſfarne day thar this laſt meryioned holy 
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Martyr ſuffered art Glonce fr Or. Rowland Taylor the 
Con(tant Martyr of Jeſus Chriſt in the behalf of tis 
Goſpel was burnt ar Had!ez 1a juff3/4,vrhere he had 
been the Parſon all the Reign of King Edww.rd the 
6th and upon the bringing in of Popery underQueer 
Mary he was diſturbed ar his own Churct, thruft 
oar, and Popiſh' Maſs Celcbrared before his Face ; 
bu: he endeavouring all he could to hinder ir, com- 
plainr being made ro Gardner Chincellor and B:ſhop 
of Fincheſter,he ſent for Dr. Taylor by bis Leirers 
miſſive rv come before him 2r ROY vhich he 
rezdily obey'd : Bur bis friends knowmsg rhe Cruel- 
ry of that perlecuror, adv:{cd him ro fly and ſave 
bis Life bur be urrerly refuſed it ſaying : © Tho he 
«knew they had neither Juſtice or Equity on their 
« fide, and thar he Jookea for nothing at his Popi/h 

*Adycrſarics hands bur Impriſonmcnr or Cruel 

«Jar, yet fince he knew his caule to be good, 

* and Rightcous, and Truth upon bis fide, he 

« would not flinch, bur appear, and be willing 

*rodye in fo good a caule, for thar he was fatish- 

«ed in his Conſcience, rthar rhe Doctrine of the 
«Church of R:me led rhem toldolarry,Superſtirion, 
Errors, Typocriſy,and Lies. After he came to L on- 
don, He was examined before the cruel Chancez1lor, 
who called him Knave, Villain, Fool, and ſuch 
lke unchriftian expreſſions ( for which rhe Doctor 
humbly reproved him)and ſecing he could not make 
himturn to his Idolarry, he ſent him priſoner to rhe 
Kings Bencb, where he lay almoſt rwo years. Ar 
bis going away from the Biſhop, he kneeled down 
on the floor, and lifting up borh his hands with a 
* loud voyce he ſay'd: From rhe Tyranny of the 
"Biſhop of Rome, and all his detcftable errors, 
* Idolatrics, and abominartions,Good Lord &eliver 
*us. ' When in priſon, ' ke ſo preached to the reft 
ofthe priſoners therc,and uſed fuch godly exhorta- 
tons.and diſcourſes, lcading alſo fo ſtrict and boly 
alife, thar he wroughr upon many and converted 
tiem from their Sapertticious errors. He was alſo 
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very Charitable while he had it, relieving others, 
tho he hada Wife and 9 Children : 'bur rhey ſoon 
deprived him of his benefice, ſo that he had nothing 
ro ſupport bim,but the charity of good people, which 
with Gods providence he found tufficient. Sever] 
examinations hc had before rhe Biſhops, where he 
ftrenuouſly mainraincd his poſicions, forthe Clergics 
Marriage, and againſt the Corporeal preſcnce of 
Chriſt in the Sacrament, bur ar laſt, they overcame 
him, with their Temporal Weapon , perſecuting 
power, backrt by Starure Law, and by it they Con- 
demned bim, with Mr. Bradford and others to 
dearh, as Hererticks ro be burar alive. After this 
ſentence he was degraded, by Biſhop Bonner in 
priſon, andthey were compelled by main forceto 
ur on their Popiſh Trinkers upon his back, he re- 
tuſcing ro do ir himſelf, and after rhey had norch'd. 
his Hair and pair'd orſcrap'd his fingers ends, and 
with all their foppiſh Ceremonies ftripr him of his 
Popiſh habiliments, when rhe Biſhop ſhould hare 
ſtruck him on the Breaft with his ftaff, ſeeing the 
fturdineſs of the Doctor, who was a portly bi 
man , Bonner was afraid, and omitted rhar | 
Ceremony, leſt rhe Dr. ſhould have ftruck him 4 
gain, The next day afrer this his degradation, 
which 15 like the laſt union for the burial, at rwo 
of the Clock in che morning the Sheriffs rook him 
and qdclivered him to his Guards, who were to Con- 
duit him ro Hadlzy ro be burar there, ar which he 
rejoyced being willing ro ſeal the Doctrine he had 
there preached with his blood. His Wife fearing 
they would have him away by night(for they fear- 
* ed daylight and the people) ſhe watched all night 
with rwo Children im the Porch of Sc. Butzolphs 
Church near A/g te, which way ſhe knew he mult 
paſs, and abour 3 of the Clock ir being very dark 
ſhe heard the noiſe of the guard, ar which ſhe ran 
our ro her husband,where was ſuch a moaning and 
patheriek greering, or ratter ſeparation, that thc 


Sheriffs wepr, but torced her ro depart and led bim 
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to the ſign of the Woolſack, where be was pur on 
horſeback with a hood over his face, a place made 
for his Eycs to look our ar, and a flir for his Mouth 
thar be might breath ; Afrer this manner they car- 
ried him along that he mighr nor beknown}; all 
which he patiently ſuffered. When he was come ro 
Suffo/k.many of rhe Gentry and Juftices of the peace 
met him, of his friends and acquaintance, all en- 
deavouring ro perſwade him to ſave his Life, by 
Recantation, offering him not only pardon for his 
Life, bur great promotions, even a prick, Bur 
this good: and conftant profeſſor of the Goſpel, 
ſrengihned by Gods holy Spirit, refuſed all thoſe 
Temprations;z coming to Had!cy he rode thorow 
the Town, where the poor people were aflem- 
bled. with grievous Moans and Tears, Kneeling 
down and with lifted up hands, prayed to God to 
irengthen him, ro whom he ſayd ( Thar he had 
—_ ro them Gods Word & the Truth, and thar 

was now come to ſcalit with his blood. Bur 
- the Officers reproved the people and kept them 
off; when rhar they came againſt rhe Alms houſes, 
whatmony he had lefr, he pur it into a gloveand 
flung it ro them, having no more need of money 
now, for they led him ftraight ro the place of his 
execution without the Town on a Common. The 


Council and Biſhops had threarned ro cur cff his 


Tongue unleſs be would promiſe nor to ſay an 

thing ro the people , of which. promiſe the Sheriffs 
now put him in mind, relling him, ic was nor per- 
mitred him ro ralk,ſfo afraid were they ro hear the 
Truth. When he aligbred from his Horſe, he rore bis 
hood from his head, ard ſaid, T hank God I am now 
even at home. | And when the _ beheld his 
notched crown, and his reverend white beard dit- 
tigured, they fell into a grievous weeping and la- 
mentation crying ourt,God ſve thee good Dr. Taylor. 
Jeſu Chriſt lrengthen thee and help thee, the Holy 
Gboſt Comfort the, with ſuch like godly wiſhes. He 
would fain have ſpoken ro the people,burt rhe Yeo» 
menof the Guard would nor permur him, for alioon 
58 _—_ as 
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as'he, opened his mourh, one ofthem ran a tpttatf 
into 113 when he was come to the place he ſat bim 
down and cauied one ro pull ctt his Boots, then he 
ftripr b: {elf of his Cloths co his ſhirr, which gone, 
he itood up and with a loud voyce laid, Good People, 
1 have taught you nothmg but God's holy word, and 
what IT have taken out of the bieſſed and ſacred Scriptures 
the Bible , and I am come hither this day to ſeal it with 
my Blood, With thar oneof the Guard Struck lim 
over the Head with a ftick, and cry'd, 15 this the 
keeping your word you Hererick? Then (ceing he 
cond not be ſuffered ro ſpeak, he kneeled down and 
prayed, they Keeping off the people rthar they might 
nor hear bim, threarning ſuch who pretied near, ro Fo 
rrample them under their horſes feer, when he had 2 
done he went ro the Stake and Kiſled it, and placed tl 
himſelf ina pirch'd barre] rhey had prepared for F 
him, chey rhen bound him with chains, and ſeveral q 
of rhe people being commanded co pur up the fagors r 
abour him refuſed, tho threarned with Impritor- t 
menr, and they could ſcarcely find any ro do it, he ;

On the Sth of February, 1555, there were no 1:6 0 
than 6 perſons condemned to b2 burnt at one time ti

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Hunter, 8 $omkun: ; this laſt was burnt 1n Smichfieid 
on tke 16th day of March following.He was aWea- 
ver by trade,and dwelt 1n Shorediechof a godly and 
upright life, juſt in his dealings, very Ctaritablero 
the 100r, Conſtant in prayer, withonr which he 
never would begin his work. This man was accutcd 
among others for an Hererick, & had before Biſhop 
Bonner at Fuibam, where he kepr him half a year 
in priſon,during whichtime,thty often had him xo 
examination, and ſecing be was bur an ignorant 
man,yert ſoconverſant 1n the holy Scriptures, and-fo 
well able ro maintam his opinions, the Biſhop grew 
inreged againft him, and when he could nor over- 
come him by arguments, he buftered him on the face, 
and pluck'd oft part of his beard,and then, he ſaid,

William Runrer Martyr'd at Burntwood. 
\' On the 26th of the ſame month, was burnr'at 
Burntwood in Eſſex Willtam Hunter,wwho was a youth 
ofnot above 19 years of Age, and was an Appren- 
tic inLondon,co a Silkweaver,& being commanded 
to goe ro mals and to reccive tbe Sicrament, bis 
Conſcicnce 
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Tanſcience not permitting him,he refuſed, for which 
he was threarned ro be lay'd bold on, and his Mr. 
fearing he ſhould bring him into rrouble, ſent him 
away ro his Father, who dwclr, ar Burnewood in 
Eſex, where he continued abour fix weeks, when 
one day reading inthe Erg/:Bible,which he found 
inthe Church, che Vicar and one more, called him 
hererick bur be diſpured 'with them after ſuch a 
manner, that they could ſay nothing againſt him, bur 
they wenr and complained to the [uftice of Peace; 
who ſcent for F#/. but he having fome norice of it 
fled, and hid himſelf, upon which the Juſtice ſent 
for his Father, and threarned to ſend him ro priſon, 
unleſs he would find our bis fon ; ar which the old 
man was mnch troubled;ycr promiſed to look abour 
as he did, thonort with any intent ro difcoyer bim if 
he had known where he had been: bur rhe good 
fon hearing rthar his Farther was like ro be broughr 
into trouble for bim, came from the place where 
he was hid to his Farther 5 and rho he would have 
ſwaded him ro theContrary, he would nor leave 
im bur went home with him ; where be wasno 
ſooner come,bur he was taken by rhe Conſtable and 
carried before one Juſtice Brown, who would needs 
diſpute with rhis youth concerning rhe real preſence 
1n the S2cramentz bur W#//.

Towards the latter end of 4: guſt, alſo El:zabeth 
Farren, the widdow of F;þhn Warren the Uphoiſter, 
who was Martyr'd before, was burnt ar Strarford 
Bow, being perſecured by her Kinſman Dr. Stwy; 
Who was ſo Zealous as not ro ſpare his own kindred, 
for the caulc of the Pop:;/þ Church. The chicf Arti- 
cle againſt her was, thar of the real preſence, which 
ſhe Conſtantly deny'd ; for being urged ro recant, 
the rold them ſhe never would , do what.the 
could, for ( ſaid ſhe ) If Chrift be in an error then 
am in ancrror;zupon t h'ch ſhe was Condemned and 
ſuffercU as above ſaid. 

George Tankerfeild and Robert Smith Martyrs 

On rhe 26th of Auguſt one George Tankerfeild 8 
Cook ſuffered ar Sr. Albans,in a Green called Rome* 
land, neer tothe Abby there. All rhe days of King 
Edward he had been a ftrict Papiſt, bur when he per- 
ceived their bloody Crueltits in the days of Queen 
Mary, it made him begin ro doubr of their Rv11g100s 
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great Reſolution ro his Death, an 


Whjah be vehemently ryed out, I defie the 
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as not agreeing with the Doctrin of Chrift; upon 
this he bugaa to read the Lettament, and prayed 
carneftiy ro God to opento him the Truth, that he 
might ve thorowly perlwaded, whether ir wasiof 
God orno; andific was not, thar he might utrcrly 
abhor it 1n his Heart. God heard his praycr, and he 
found dayiy a working in hum .more and more, 
witch made him to dereſt .nd abhor rhe Religion 
he had 1o long « mvraced, and the Lord inlighrmn 
his mind, he went no more te mals : after which 
being 1k and l:-me, he could not but openly pro- 
fets nts Religion, and declare his mind, for which 
he was had before the bluody B.ſhop Bonner, and 
ſevcral times Examincd, and as uſual, when b<:fore 
Condemnarion he was ut ged tro Recant, he boldly 
told the Biſhop, that he would never forſake his 
opimons, unleſs he could refell chem by Scriprure, 
for ( {aid he ) you Condemn all men, and prove no- 
thing againft chem. Upon which ſentence was read 
againſt himy and he was delivered over to the ſecu- 
larpower. When he was brought ro the Town of 
St. Alvans from London, being kepr at an Inn 
there, he cauſed a fire ro be made inhis 
Chamber, and putting his bare foor to it, 
he was forced ro withdraw ir thorow the 
Smart; upon Which he ſaid, The fleſh would 
perſiwade him one way, and the Spirit ano- 
ther. The fleſh ſaid, O fool wilt thou burn 
when thou needeft not ? Bur the Spirir ſaid, 
be. nor afraid, for it was nothing in reſpe& of 
fire Eternal. The fleſh ſaid, leave nor oy 
Friends who love thee : Bur the Spirir ſai 
The company. of Feſus Chriſt exceeds all fleſh- 
ly Friends, wirh the like diſcourſe more at 
large on this ſubject; bur art laſt the Spirir got 
the Vidtory, and he went Jjoywaly and wirh 
when hc 
Was at the ftake, and the Faggors placed abour

TJ -che ſame Month, ar Uxbridge, ſuffered Mr. 
Robert Smith, who had been a ſervant bclonging 
to Sr. Thomas Smith, and a Clerk at Wind{or, 
bur was in the ſecond year of the Queen 1m- 
priſoned for-his Opinions, and with ſeveral orher 
kepr long in durance. Ar laft he was leveral 
times had before Bonner, who finding he could 
nor preverrt him, condemned him xo the Fire. 
When he came ro the ftake, he ſpake ro rhe Peo- 

le, endeavouring ro comfort the . People. who 
bewailed him, _— them to think well of bis 
cauſe, and nor to doubt, bur rhart his body dying in 
that quarrel, ſhould riſe againro Life, And, aid 
He, 1doubr nor bat God will ſhew you ſome ſign 
thereof. And ir hapned to the great Confirmation 
of the people, thar afrer he was aſthoſt half burnt, 
and that his Body was as black as a Coal, «nd drawn 
rogether ina lump, all men thinking rhar, he had 
been dead,tfuddenly he 10{c uprighr before thepeo- 
ple, and lifting up rhe burning Srumps of bis Arms, 
and Clapping them together, did as it were declare 
ro them the rejoycing of his Hearr, rhen bending 
down again, and hanging over the flames, he ſlept 
in rhe Lord, 2nd fo ended his Mortal Life. 

Much 3 bour the ſame rime, rwo more were Mar- 
ryrd, being Condemned with the above mentioned 
Marryr, by the bloody Burcher of Gods people Bowe 
er, the one wasnamed Srephen Harwood, who ſuf- 
fer'd at Srratford, rhe other Thomas Fuſt who was 
burnr ar Fare. In the ſame month alfo iuffcred 
anorhcr of their Companions, named William Hale 


who was burnt at Barnet,where he Conſtantly _ 
; ( 
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ed his Faith with his Blood. There were at the 
ſainc rime 3 more Condemned to be burnt, viz: 


George K:Nnp. Thomas Leys, and Joon W de, but theſe 


were lo Cruclly handled in the priton of the Lollards 
Tower, belonging co the Biſhop, that they dyed 
before they could ne ex-cured, and were buried by 
night in the field. The hke was done ro one William 
Aadrew a Carpenter, who dying in N:wgate was 
caft our in the fields like a dog, rill {ſome Charitable 
Pcople buried him. 


Mr. Samuel, 4 Miniſter, Martyr. 

The next whom we ſhall mencioa 1n this brief 
Martyrology, is one Mc. Robere Samuel, a godly 
and zealous Preacher, and Miniſter of. Gods word 
at Barfoid in ſuffoik, where he faichfully tiughr his 
flock all che days of King Edward, bur upon the ſer- 
ting up of Papery, he was pur our of his Benefice, 
as many more godly M:nifters were, and that be- 
czuſe he would nor put away his wife, and conform 
tothe Romsſþ Superſtition; however not giving over 
his care of his flock, he preach'd ro them,and raughr 
them privarely and by ttealrh, rill he was laid hold 
on, and clapt into [pſi:cb Jail, bur he did nor long 
Conrinue there, before he was removed to Norwich, 
under rhe power of rhe moft cruel and perſecurting 

. ha See, who had no mercy. Thinking 
by Cruelty ro prevail upon this good man, they 
uſed him when in their Clurches moſt inhumancly . 
and Birbarouſly, for they chained him bolr uprighr 
_—_ a poft, lo char he could norlye down, and to 

a his toes could bur juſt touch the ground, and in 
this manner they kepr him a long time, allowing 
him bur one bir of Bread and 3 Spoonfulls of water 
to maintain his Life, for further rormenr, ſo rhar his 
Stomach was clung together for lack of food, and 
he could have car his own fleſh.Being thus rormen- 
red, and ftill continuing conftanr, ro the admiration 
of his Tormentors, he endured with grear patience 
extream pains, and almoft intollerab!c rormenrs. 
O worthy Canftancy of rhe Martyr! and O pirtileſs 
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hearts of che Papiſts, whole hearts were made of 
Adamanr and would nor be moved ro relen'!When 
he had been thus tormenred ſeveral days, be tcll in- 
roa ſlumber, and he beheld one ſtanding by him, 
clad all in white, who ſaid to him ; Samue!, $.1m el, 
be of good cheer, . take heart, for after this day thou ſhalt 
never be etth2r hungry or thirſty. Which proved rrue, 
- for from rhar rime as he declared himſelf, he never 
felr the leaſt hunger. or thirft, which continued rill 
he was Mariyr'd which was nor long after; and it 
was ſaid by divers that beheld him burnr, thar his 
Body, when in the flames, did ſhine as bright as 
new tryed Silver, rothe great amazement of the 
beholders. He ſuffered on the 31th day of Auguf 
Anno Iyyy. | 

About the beginning of September following, one 
William Allyn a labouring man, bur very;uprighr and 
honeſt, 8& of an unblemiſh'd reputation, was Martyr'd 
ar Wa'ſingham, for denying"to fall:-down before the 
Croſs, and ro follow in proceſſion' when he went 
rothe Firc. By reaſon of his former upright coverlt- 
tion, he was ſuffer'd ro go untyed, and when be 
came ro ſuffer, and the chain was faftned abour him, 
he ſhewed ſuch conftancy rhar he ſtood quietly 
Withour rhe left noiſe or ſhrinkirfg rill he dycd. 

Roger Coo and Thomas Cob Martyrs. 

In the fame Month of September, Rvger Coo of 
Milford in Suffo/k Sheerman, was brought into 
rrouble , and brought before the Biſhop, who 
had a long diſpute with this poor man, ay 
. other his diſcourſes, he asked«bim if he won! 

nor obey the Kings and Queens Laws > To which 
he replyed, as far as they were agreeable to the 
word of God he would. Whether they agree with 
the word of God, ornort( ſaid the Biſhop ) weare 
bound ro obey them, if rhe King were an Infidel. 
M rk che large Conſcience of this Popiſh Biſhop. To 
Which rhis honeft Martyr rep'y'd It Shadrac Meſac 
and ved aeg» had fo done, Neb ichadnezzar had never 
confefſ*d the living God. Bur in rhe end, afrer ma- 
ny troubles and afflictions, he was Condemned, and

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ſuffered ar 7-xford1n Suffo/k where being very aged, 
this blefled Martyr ended his days. The 1ame 
month, was burnt in the Town of Therford,one Tho= 
masziCob, a Butcher, being condemned ro the fire 
by the Biſhop of Norwich, his bloody Chancellor 
Dunnings. 

Inthe tame Month alſo at Canterbury about the 6th 
day five perſons were burnt in one fire,thcir names 
were, George Catmir, Robert Streater, Anithony Bur= 
ward,George Brodbridge and Fames Tutr: Condemned 
by the Biſhop of Dover upon the Aricles of che 
Sacraments. 

It will be roo redious to give you the relation of 
all that ſuffered, for now bonfires wcre made of 
mans fleſh, by theſe Tyrannous Papifts almoſt tho- 
row out England, bur fell more or leſs in thoſe 
places, where the Biſhops were more or leſs mer- 
citul or ryrannica},and we find the chief perſecuiion 
and havock to be made in London, and rhe Ccunnies 
abour ir, as Eſſex, Northfolk, Suffolk, Kert,Surry,and 
the like : yer in. other places we find ſeveral Mar- 
tyrd : for about the midft of rhis month, Thomas 
Hayward and 7obn Goreway were Condemned, and 
burnt at the Town of Liechfield. : |

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I> there between a good Biſhop according to thy 
Golpel, and anevil pcrizcutemg papiſtical Biſhy 
according tio the Popes Doctrine. 


The firſt occafion of this good Biſhops converſion 


to the truth, was by reading of Berirams book of 
the Sacrament, and by his conferring with Dodd 
Cranmer and Peter Martyr,who confirmed bim,an 
in which he continued to his Death, and ſcaled wit 
his blood. You have already beard how this Biſhe 
rogether with Dr. Crax mer and Mr. Latimer, were 
condemned ar Oxford, after their ſeveral learne!

came to dye, Dr. Rzd/ey and Mr. Later beiy 
burnr in one fire, as we ſhall relare; only farft a wor 
or two of the education of this good man Mr. Hay 
Lazmer. 
The Hiſtory of Mr. Latimer Martyr 
This champicn ofChrifts cauſc,was ihe Sun ofHug 
Latimer of Thirkeſſon in the County of Leiceſter, 
an busbandman of good repute, being his only Son, 
he bred bim at School, and being very prompr ati 
years of Age he was ſent to the Univerfity of Can 
6riag, where he gave bimſclf ro rhe Study of Dire 
ty. Bcing madeapricft, he was a moſt zcalous- 
ſerver of all the Popith ſuperſtition, believing ifht 
were a Fryer he ſhould never be damn'd, with other 
ſuperſtitious fantafics, obſerving ſervilly all the Po 
ptth decrces, and in his blind zeal a grear enemy to 
to the profeſſors of the Goſpe); rkus he continued 
n1]] ir pleaſed God ro convert bim to himſelf, by Us 
means of Mr. B:/ney, whom we have ſpoken 0 
Afcer he was converred he 1oon left bis old manner 
of Life, and began publickly ro own and preach tht 
Goſpel, for which he was for a time filenced by the 
Biſhop of E!y, bur gerting a Licence,, he continued 
there for 3 years reaching and preaching both pub- 
lickly and privarely,and wirh rhat applanſe and po- 
wer,thar his very enemies could not bur admire hin, 
for the Biſhop bunſclf one day coming it and hear- 
ing him, was compelled ro commend him, wiſhing

And hebad 
then hardly eſcaped their Clutches, Fur by the fa- 
your of 'th6« Kirg, by the means ot Dr. Burrs the 
King, Fhyfrtizn. who reſcued him from the hands 
of his enemies, anc by the effiftamce of Cromme!, ad- 
rarc«d him ro 1} B ſhoprick of Wor cefter. Where 
be continued Je me few years, © inftrutting bis Dio- 
cl>,:ke a good B thoj ,& a diligent and faithful Pa» 
ftor w here he 11ke wile endured ſeveral rreubles,&c. 
perſe cu-101's, heir g brought before the King by his 
Advertirics, who thought tro have pur him intorhe 
Tower ,but ihe King perceiving the Integrity of this 
ood man, his Heart relented, and he diſmiffed Mr. 
La#mer ro the grief of his enemics,But being preſ- 
ſc hard upon the 6 Articles, not being able ro do 
anything againft bis Conſcience, he of his own vo- 
hntary mind rcfhgned up his ——_— and when 
among his friends , purring off his Rocher, he 
thanked God be pur off ſo heavy a burthen. Hows- 
ever te could not be free from rroubles, which his 
Popiſh Adverſaries followed him with rhough be 
kep1 filence till the Reign of the bleſſed King Eqd- 
ward : All whoſe days he preached conftantly wwice 
every Sunday, and often before the King who was 
&lighted with him, though he was very aged, being 
above threeſcore. He was a Propher, and foretold 
theperſecution thar followed after, ſaying he knew 
he ſhould be put ro Death for preaching the Goſpel 
and that Gardner was reſerved in the Tower for 
thar purpoſe, asir proved 3 For he was no ſooner 
releaſed by Queen Mary,but he ſent a Purfivant for 
this good Biſhop, who having norice of ir, refuſed ro 
fly, bur had prepared himſelf for his Journy to Lon- 
dn againſt the Purſiyant came who wondring at it, 
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he 1aid ro the Metienger my Friend, you are welconu 
ro me, anal go as willingly with you to London, bemy 
calied thither by my Prance to render an account of my 
' Dottrme, as ever I was to go to any place mmy Life, and 
doubt not as God has enabied me to preach his word 
two excellent Prices, ſo he will inable me to witneſ; 
the ſame unto the Third. After which tbe Purſtvant 
deparrcd, and lefr him to go by himſelf, or to haye 
departed the land, which his enemies would haye 
been glad of, fearing bis ftourneis and conftancy 
ſhould do them more hurt, thaa his Dearth would 
do them good, as no doubr ir did. Coming up to 
London, and riding thorow Smithfield, he faid {mi- 
lingly that Smirhjre!d had long groantd for him, and 
now ke was come. After he bad been beforethe 
Council, be was {cntro the Tower, where he was 
kepr very ſtrictly, & itbeing winrer & very cold & 
frofty,was kept withour any fire, by which mcansthe 
good old man was almoſt ftarved to Dearth with cold 
which made him ſay to his Keeper, thar he ſhould 
tell his Maſter the Lieutenanr, thar if he did nor lock 
berrer ro him he ſhould ſhortly deceive him, upon 
which the Licurenant pur more Guards upon hin, 

& came ro demand of him the reaſon of his word, 

Indeed faid Mr. Latimer, you expect thar I ſhould 
be burnr, bur except you ler me have ſome fire [in 
like ro deceive your expectation, and die of cold 

Afrerwards ke was with Biſhop R:d/ey and Arch: 
biſhop Cranmer had to Oxford, ro diſpute with the 
Popiſh Doctors rhere, as you have heard, and where 
they were all condemned ro the fire, rhe beſt way 
they had of confuting rhem.Bur ir was obſcrved,that 
appearing before rhe Commiſſioners, that when all 
of them upon reading the Commiſſion, at rhe 
naming of the Cardinal as Legate 2 Latere from his 
Holineſs the Pope, they all pur off their Caps, Br 
ſhop Ridley who ftood uncovered before, pur on his 
Cap, as nor owning the Popes ſupremacy; and being

After they aroſe, and talked 
a hirtle while rogerher, when Dr. Smitb who 1n 
King Ed. days bad renounced Popery, now em- 
bracing it, preacked ro rhe people on this Text, 
Tho T give my Body tv» be burnt &c. inveighing very 
much againſt the opinions of rhe Lutherans: after 
he had done, both Dr. Ridly and Mr. Latimer bad 
a defire ro have reply'd ro whar he bad ſaid, but s 
ſoon as they began tro open their mouths, ſome ran 
ro them and ftop'd rhem, telling them, unleſs rhey 
would recant, they ſhould not be ſuffered t9 
ſpeak. Gods will be done, then ſaid Biſhop Ridy, 
but ſo long as I have breath in my boay, 1 g1ll never 
deny my Lord Chriſt, and bi known truth. Then kc 
ſaid Wirh aloud voyce: I Commit our cauſe to Al- 
mighty God. who will indifferently Fudg all. Tow 
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Mr.Latimer ſaid, what # h:d ſpall be revealed. They 
were then Commanded ro- mak: themiclves ready, 
which they did, and were Þoth Chaincd ro rhe 
Stake, and Dr. Rs {.ey; brother-in-law brought each 
a Bag of Gunpowder to tye about them, which rhe 

accepred of as fenr them from God. Dr. Ridl-y 
ſtripped bimſclf and gave away his things among 
his friends, there beivg great (triving to have ſorae 
remembrance from this good Man : but Mr. Lacrmer 
ſuffered himſelf ro be ftrip'd by the officers, bave- 
ing __— worth beftowirg. Dr. 'R:diy buing now 
at the ftake prayed ſaying; holding up both his 
bands : O heavenly Father I give thee moſt hearty 
thanks, for that thou haſt called me to be a profeſſor of 
thee even unto Death, IT befeech the O Lord have 
me! cy upon this Rea.m of England, and deliver the ſame 
from a1her Enemies.

In purfugnce efrujz brief view of Paniſticel pert» 
cations, we ſhall prve you a very {uccinEt Relarion 
dot rhe Life and VMariyrdom of that rooſt worthy and 
Religious Prelaty, Dro Cranmer, Arckbiltkop of Can- 
rerbiry, who ſuffered tor the Golpelt take at Oxford, 
oh the 21th of March 1556. He was born in Not- 
thybenfrire of a veryancient Farailygbred up care» 
fully-a: School, and fenr to rhe Univerfiiy of Cam- 
bridz, where he profited well in his Studies, and 
was at laſt made Fellow of 7./4; Colleds, W ny 
re Fo 
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he was Maſter of Arcs and Fellow of the Collcdy, 
he mar:iied a genriemans daughter, and o loſt ts 
Ars. and was made thereupon Reader in 
ichingham Colledg. Bar nor long afrer, his wife 
dying in Childbed his old aan, "rp defirous of 
his Company choſe him again Fellow of rhe Co]- 
ledg, where he grew in great repure, and Commer. 
ced Dr. in Divinity, and was commonly appointed 
one of thoſe who were ro examine ſuch as were 
rotakethe Degrees of Batchelours or DoQtors of 
Divinity 3 now he favouring the knowledg of the 
Scriprure, often put by ſuch whom he found igno- 
rant in the Aiftory of rhe Scriprure, which ex- 
rreamly enraged the Pricfts and Fryers, many of 
which Maſs-mongers could nor rell who was Sol 
mons Farher, ſo lirtle were they acquainted with 
the Hiſtory of the Bible, ſtudying orher Authors to 
lircle purpoſe. This Firft begar the envy of the 
Papiſts againſt him. He was however choſen to 
be one of the Fellows of the Cardinal's new found- 
e4 Colledg at Oxford, which he refuied, not with- 
our, the great indipnatio» of that proud Prelate, 
Bur ic hapned, that whilft heContinued ar Cambriq, 
the plague raging in the Univerſity, rhar he 6 
moved ro a frien1s ar Wa'tham, and the King {wn 
fing that way, ſome of his followers, as Gardwr 
his ſecretary, and Fox bis Aimoner, lying at the 
ſame houſe with Dr. C-anm:r, whom they knew, 
bad accidentally tome diſcourſe of rhe Kings ſcru- 
ple of Conſcicnce,for marrying his Brother's wife 
and upon rhe Divorce he had ſued for ar Rom, and 
rhe proceedings thereupon, which was the general 
Diſcourſe at that time. Dr. Cranmer without 
2ny dc:fign, declared his mind ſo ro rhe purpoſe, 
relling rhem that be rhoughr they did nor goe the 
ready way to woik, by proſecuting the Laws Ec- 
«!cf3aſtical, when ir had been 1nore proper, to have

dm, to the Doctors great trouble, nor deſiring ro 
inrereft himliclt in tbe buſineſs, bur the King ſend- 
ing his peremptory command, he was forced to o- 
bey againft bis mind, and having by ſeveral dilcour- 
ſes well ſarisficd the King, be commanded him te 
write his mind fally on the poinr, and ordered the 
Earle of Wilthire, ro entertain him in bis bouſe ar 
Durbam place, and tolet him have Books and whar 
ever he wanted. Accordingly Doctor Cranmer 
wrot his mind fully, and delivercd ir ro the King, 
in which be ſhewed by rhe Authority of tbe Scrip- 
tare,and of general Councels, and ancient Writers, 
thar che Biſhop of Rome, bad no ſuch authority 
whereby be might diſpence with the word of God 
and rhe Holy Scripture. This opencd the Kings cyes, 
and rejoycingly he asked the Dr: 1f he durft ftand 
by ir, which he rold him he would even to the Popes 
face at Rome, if he would be pleaſed ro ſend bim 
thither ; whereupon the King ſent the queſtion to 
moſt of rhe Univerfirics of Europe ro be diſpured on, 
nd by moſt ir was Concluded, thar no ſuch Marri- 
mony could be Lawful by rhe Word of Godor 
Authority of the H. Scripture. The King alfo fenr 
Dr. Cranmer to diſpute the point at Bonnonte, 
where the Pope then was, with his Ambaſſador the 
Earl of Wilitfhire, and ſeveral other Doctors and 
learned men in company. When they came before 
that proud Antichriftian Biſhop, he far inthroned 
m great Stare, under a Canopy, in Rich Robes and 
Sandals on bis feer, wbich ina proud manner he 
held our to rhe Earl ro Kifs, bur he difdaining it, 
ſtood ftill, bur his ſpaignicl by what inſtin&t we 
know not, ran to his held up foor, and caught ir in 
his mouth ſo rudely and unmannerly, that tbe old 
Biſhop was ſomewhar afr'gured, which made the 
Engl: men ſmile. Bur afrcr the firſt Complement, 
the Earl rold him from his Maſter, rhar he had 
brought wirh him cerrain learned men, who were

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Biih»p of Roaze, could or ought nor rod iprace to 
rue Contaty., Prom.ſe ws made. tht thy poin 
ſhould be dilcufſid, bur rhe. ow fox, atrer many pur 
otfs and detays, tear them away without atarng 
ſo ingracctal a ittpute. The E nb it dor, andrhe 
rcit rerwmned home, bur Dr. C 2«mer by order 
went to Vienna tothe Emperor, to anfwer whatthe 
Emperors learned Coancil could iay againtt ir, and 
he fo ſatisfied the grezr and Learned Corue/rus 4 
gr1ppa,With his reaions, that no publick D:tipuraticn 
would be futfered ro b< had; tor which char lears 
ed min fell inro.the Emperors dilple-.lurg, , Uron 
his return home baving donero the King ſach fin. 
ewar ſervice, and Archbiſhop zrrez then dying, 
thc King made Dr. Cranmer Archbiſhop of Carer 
bu-»in hisplace. Here ke gor rhe Envy of a!! the 
PopiſhPrelares his eacmics, tor oppugntng the Popes 
authority, bur this good and worthy man thewed 
himicit a Biſhop, according ro the Rule of Sr. Paul, 
anſwering in all retpects that of the 1 Tim.

paſſed over, be turned kis whole diſcourſe uponths 
Archbiſhop, exhorring him to rake his Death px 
riently, and roglorific God with his Converſion, 
from his hercfie, fincc ir had pleaſed.God to reclaim 
him, ſaying that before in bis proſperiry he wasnot 
worthy of Life, bur now fince he could nor Live, 
he ſeemed unworthy of Dcarh : Bur he promitied 
that Mafles and Dirges ſhould be ſaid in all thc 
Churches in Oxford for the ſuccor ofhis ſou], if be 
continued? to dye a good Catholick. Cramer 
with exrream grief of mind heard our his Sermon, 
ſhowing by his Countenance the apiration of his 
ſpirir, and when he had done-and thar all men ex:

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ecch you all ro pray to God for me, that he may 
orgive me my. fins, and eſpecially one which [ 
ominarte to you by and by : then Kneeling down 
x made a moſt excellent prayer which being nor 
jong I ſhall here recite.

Abour the ſai:e rime ſuffered in rhe Town of 
Ipſwich inSuffil; rwo fimplc women, he one named 
AgnesPorten the other Foan Trunchfer!d the wite of a 
Shoemaker, both for that they denicd the bodyly 
prelence of Chriſt in the Sxcrament : they borh 
dyed with wonderful Confſtancy, cxhorting the 
people ar rheir death, ro1ay hold on and believe 
the word of God, and to deſpiſe the ordinances of 
the Remifh Antichrift, and after fire was ſer to 
themz they ſtood holding up their bands, and call- 
ing on the name of God in the midſt of rhe flames,

In the ſame Month of April, at Rocheſter ſuffered 
Jobn Harpooi and Jean Bench in one fire. Alſo in 
the ſame month ſutfered ar Cambridag, Fohn Hullier 
a Minifter, broughr up ar Eaton School, and afrer- 
wards Scholar and Conduct in. Kzngs Colledg in 
Cambrigge, where he at Jaft fuffered;bdeing condemn- 
cd by the Biſhop of E'y, for preaching rhe rrurh, and 
owning the Goſpe}, and dilayowing their Idolarry 
and Superſtirion. 

Eſſex was fruirful in Martyrs, & the fires were fo 
frequent, thar we can bur juft name them royou- 
On the 28th of Apre/, Six were burar together ar 
Colche (ter, being condemned ta rhe fire by the Biſhop 
of Longdewv, or rather Butcher of London, Bonner, 
chearfully ending their lives, to the glory of God's 
name, and the great incouragement of others. | 

This bloody Bonzer bad mercy on none, all went 
to pot Who came under his Clurches, one Hugh 
Levercockh a Painter by rrade, of the Parifh of Bax- 
kin 68 years of Ape, and 4 Cripple, and John Apprice 
; poor blind man, were both accuſcd ro the Biſhop, 
who ſent for them ro examination, which was a- 
bour the S2crament, the bodily preſence of Chrift, 
in the ſame, which they denyed, and Laverceckzold 
bim that their Doctrine was contrary to the Scrip- 
thres. and rhe Blind Man ſaid, you are not of the 
Cathalich Church, for ye make Laws to Kill men, and 
then make the Queen your Hangman. This ſo enraged 
the Biſhop thar he immediarly cauſed rhe definicive 
learence of excommunication ro be pronounced 
3Rainft them, and ſo delivered them over to rhe fe- 
cular power ro be burnr, they were carryed from 
the Biſhop ro Newgare,and on rhe I 5.of May I y6. 
were both drawn thorow London to Stratford /c 
Bow : when they were come ro the ſtake, after they 
bed pur the Chain abour rhem, rhe Cripple flung 
away his Crurch merrily ſaying ro the blind man 
his fellow ſufferer, Be of good cheer Brother, for my 
Lord of London is our goad Phyſitian, he witl ſhortly 
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heal us both, thee of thy blindneſs, and me of my lame- 
ne/*. And fo patiently, fire being pur ro them; 
theſe rwo poor men bur holy Martyrs, , ſuffered in 
the fire and praifing God, yeilded up their Souls 
into his hands, whoſe name ro the end they Con- 
ftanrly confcſicd. 

The very next day after theſe ſuffered, being the 
16th of May,z women were Marryred inSmithfieid, 
a fourrh was condemned with them, by Bonner, 
whoſe name was MargeretE!ls, bur ſhe dyed in New- 
gate before the day of their cxccurion: the names 
of the other 3 were Katherin Hut a widdow Joan 
Hoynes a maid and: El:ſaberb Thackvel. Theſe being 
examined upon ſeveral Arricles bur cſpecially 
that of the Sacrament which chiefly rouched their 
Lives, K4tberine Ht told the Biſhop thar ſhe deny'd 
it to be God, becauſe it was a dumb God,and made 
with mens bands, and Joan Horns ſaid, If youcan 
make your god bleed or ſhew any Condition of a living 
Bady, I will believe you, and not-elſe : And as for the 
Romuſb See, I forſehe all its abominations, from which 
good Lordaeliver 1s. TholE 3 innocent women were | 
condemned for the cauſc of rhe Golipel, had roSmith- 
field, and willingly gave their Bodyes to be burnt, 
dying more joyfully in the flames, than manyin 
their beds: ſyucha Lord is God, glorious and won- 
derfull in all his Saints. 

A blind Boy and a Pricklayer burnt at Glouceſter. 

In the ſame month of May at Glouceſter, ſuffered 
one Thomas Croker a Bricklayer; and a blind boy 
named: Thomas Drowrs:, : who had been much con- 
firmed in the Fairh by Biſhop Hooper. This boy 
being examined upon rhe Article of the Sacrament, 
by Dr. #*//:am:; the Biſhops Chancellor, and being 
asked if he believed rhe hodyly preſence in the S4- 
crament, the boy anſwered boldly no, he didnot 
believe ir Then bcing asked who raughr him that 
berefic, Thatdid you' ſaid rhe boy) in the Pulpitof 
this Church, where you. rold us in your Sermon: 
That the Sacrament was to be received. Spiritudllyby 
Faith, ani not Carnally and reaily as the Papiſts _ 
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heretofore taught. At this the Dr. was vexr, but 
lays he ro the Boy, do you as I bave done, repent, 
and you ſhall live or elſe be burnt, Tho you ( laid the. 
Boy.) can ſo eaſilydiſpenſe with your ſeif,and mock God, 
the World and your Conſcience, yet I can't, nor will do 
ſo. Then ſaid the Chancellor, I will read rhe ſen- 
tence againſt thee. Gods will be done reply'd the 
blind boy. And ſo he was condemned with the 
other betore mentioned, and delivered over to rhe 
ſecular power, | borh of them in one fire, Conftantly 
and Joyfully yeulding rheir ſouls .into the hands of 
the Lord Zeſus. 

On the 211t of the ſame month of May, three men 
were burnt together ar Beck/es in Suffo/k their names 
were Thomas Spicer a Labourer, Fohn Denny, and 
Edmond Pool, whom they were ſo haſty ro pur co 
Death, that they burnt them before the wrir de 
Comburendo came from London. > When they were 
at the ſtake rhey prayed, and recited the belicf 
and when they came to the. Article of belief, 
in the Catholick Thurch, a Knight that was by ſaid 
that is well, *tis the beft word you have ſaid yer. To 
which Pool anſwered, Tho we believe in the- Ca- 
tholick Church, we do nor believe. in rhe: Romi/þ 
Church. Then fire being pur 10 them. they praiſed 
God in the midiſt of the flames, with ſuch an audi- 
ble voyce, thar ir ſeem'd wonderful ro all thoſe 
who ftood by.and heard them. Bur ſome were fo 
wicked, thar they bid the people ro fling faggors ar 
them, ro ftop their mourhs, which however none 


would do.

from Newgat? ro the place aforeſaid , moſt of 
tbem_ being of - Eſſex 3 their names were Henry 
Adlinzton a Sawyer, Lawrence Parnam a Smith, 
Henry ye a Brewer, Wiliam Hallywell a Smith, 
Thomas Boyer a Weaver, George Starles a Taylor, 
Ednnind Huyſt a Labourer, Lyon Cawch a Broker, 
Ralf Fackson a ſerving man, John Der:fal a Labou- 
rer, John Routh a Labourer, Elizabeth Pepper the 
wiſe of a weaver, and Ayes Gebrge rhe wite of an 
kusbabdman, whoſe husband was afrerwards con. 
deimned, but ſaved by theDeath of theQueen. When 
they were broughr to the place, they were divided, 
and put a while apart into two ſeveral Rooms, 
then the Sheriff going to one company told them, 
their companions had recatnted,and had ſaved their 
Lives, adviſing them to do the like, but they an- 
ſwered, Thar their Fairh was not builded on man, 
bur on Chrift Ctucified : Thc Sheriff finding no good 
ro be done with them, he went ro the other com- 
pany, relling them the ſame lye, ro whom the 
anſwered, as their brethren had done, rhar their 
Faith was not built on mt, but on Chrift, and his 
Word,9c. Theſe rt men were tied ro 3 ſtakes, 
and the women were pur in amongft them looſe; 
Elzabeth Pepper being ar the ſame rime, 11 weeks 
gone with child. Theſe poor Creatures fhewing: 
great Jove one to another, and ſuch Conſtancy in 
their Martyrdom for the ſake of their Saviour, 
thar all che beholders marvailed very much, thus 
refigned their Souls and Bodys into the Hand of 
their Creator. 

Roger Bernard and others Marthr'd at Norwich. 

' No lefs valiantly on the 3orh of Zune, ſuffered the 
pains of Martyrdom by fire, at Sr. Edmunds-bury,

In July following, the 16th day, ſuffered that 


memorable Martyr, Mr. Julius Palmer, with rwo 
others tn one firear Newberry,' whoſe Hiſtory I ſhall 
briefly relaze. This F=/:15 was born in Covertry of 
good parentage, his father being an Upholfter, and 
a4 Merchant, and had been Mayor of that City, be 
was bred at School, and ſent ro Oxfird, where he 
profircd much in the tongues, and Philoſophy, and 
many times ſupplyed the place of rhe Gr. Reader 
in Mag4al:n Colledg, where he became Barchellor 
ofArr,and became ar laft Fellow ofthe ſaidColledg, 
when he began to ſtudy divinity : He was of a very 
civil behaviour, courteous, plcaſanrt, and chearful, 
without affearion, and 21 grear ſimplicity, NOT 
knowing how to diſſemble, an indefatigablc Stu- 
dent, rilcing at 4 of the clock every morning ro his 
Studies, and firring up ri}ll I1 at night, ſorhat ina 
little rime he noon; th, much. He was admitred 
to the office of a Reader in Logick, and thus Con- 
rinued a ftift and zealous Papift, rill rhe Retorma- 
tion, and then owned the cauſe of rhe Pope 1o far, 
that he was expelled rhe Colledg, and was fain 
togo and reach School privatly, Conrinuing rhus 
all the Time of Kiog Edward, and when Papiſtry 
was reftored by Queen Mary, he was alſo reſtored 
to his fellowſhip in the Colledg, having for his 
Religion undergone much hardſhip: yer ſee the 
providence of God, ro bring this man home co him- 
lelf, for it was rhe blood of the Martyrs, which is 
the ſeed of the Church, and rheir Conſtanr ſuffer- 
ings, which made him firſt ro begin ro look into 
the Doctrine they profeſſed, and it ſo pleaſed God 
©> open his eyes, thar in a ſhort time hebegan ro ice * 
clearly the Superſtition and Idolatry of the Popiſh 
Church, and being one who knew nor how to dif- 
{cmble againft his Conſcience, he was ſcon raken 
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notice of, and ſceing they began to have an cviicye 
npon him, leſt rhey ſhould expcl bim rhe Calledy, 
he voluntarily lefc ir. The curfing with excom- 
munication, burn.ng, hanging, drowning, racking 
Scourging, and perlecuting menfor Religion made 
bim ſee and know it could not be of Chrift, who 
Commands the quice Coarrary, and this made him 
cry our when he heard of the Conſtant Death of

Tyranny of an unmerciful Keeper. After this he 
was ſeycral times examined bctore the Mayor of 
Reading, and before the Biſhop'of Sarums Chancel- 
lor; from Reading he was had ro Newberry,and clapr 
inthe Jail rhere, where he found rwo others, name- 
ly John Guzn and Thomas Askin, poor ſimple men, 
who were Martyred with him.Here he had his laſt 
examination, and was condemned with the rwwo 
aforeſaid Perlons by Dr. Zeffrey. Many cndea- 
vours Were try'd to make him recant, and great 
proffers of prefermenrs ro rempr him, bur nothing 
would move him, and ke allo confirmed bis fellow 
ſufferers in rheir Faith : Happy are you when men re- 
viley0.15 and perſecute you for Righteouſneſs ſake. Re- 
© 'oxce and be glad for great is your reward in Heaven.

She had been all ber Life 
rime a Papift, and ſo conrinued rill rhe beginingof 
Queen Marzes reign,and that ſhe ſaw ſuch Cruelnes 
exerciſed againſt the Goſpellers,and eſpecially upon 
the burning of rhar learned Martyr, Mr. Lawrence 
Saunders, whom we have.mentioned, ſhe þbeganto 
enquire more narrowly into rke matter, and more 
eſpecially converſed ofren with Mr. Zobn Glcver, liv 
Ing near him in Covenery, who taught her andin- 
ftructed her in rhe Truth, fo rhar ſhe being through- 
ly convinced of the Popiſh errors, and their damna- 
ble Dodtrins, ſhe refrained from going ro Maſs, but 
her Husband one day forcing her ro go roChurch 
againft her will, when the Prieft went to ſprinkle

many Temprarions, yer by the power and afliſtance

night before her Martyrdom in Gans, recciving 


great Conſolation and Joy in her Spirit, io that God 
bad accountcd her worthy ro 1utfer- for his ſake; 
The next morning, refuſing the Prieft, they had ſenr 
torake her confection, ſhe went co the ſtake prepar- 
ed for her ai Le:chfield, being 9 tons, with ſc- 
veral of her friends, & ſeveral of ber Neighbours & 
Aquaanrance, ſhe being beloved, and many ofthem 
drank with ber ar the ftake, ail which were nored 
by the Fryers, and made for ſodoing, to — 
publick pennance. When ſhe was ryed with the 
chain, ſhe ſhewed ſuch chearfulneſs and parience, 
that all were amazed and motft of them could nor 
abſtain from weeping, who beheld ber. Whenthe 
fire was ſcrro her, ſhe neither ftruggl'd or ftir'd, on- 
ly lifring up her hands towards heaven, ſhe was 
quickly dead : the under Sheriff being her Friend, 
had prepared ſuch ftuff, as ſoon diſparch'd her.

This maid pirrying 
the young inan, and kopeing ro reclaim him fron 
his Ev:lweys, havcing ſome monys by her, Jefcrd 
her by ſome of her f:1ends, ſhe kept rhe note an 
ferch'd him 30 7. ro pay bis Maſter, upon Condi- 
tion he wouid leave his leudneſs and dehaucke= 
ry, rcad te, bib'e, pray ro . Ged, and frequent 
ſermons, end roleave all his Papiſtical Books and 
Iicertious Ballads, ard Ribaldry, and ro lead 
a new life, piving hia» a grear ceal of good ma 
eraveadvice. He promiſed what the defired, an 
endcavouring it, God fo wrought vpon him, end 
firengthenea him in this good way, thar in fome 
time he lefr off all his wicked and debauch'd 
Companions, and becime a ſtridt profeſſor of rke 
Goſpel, to the grear Admirartion of all thoſe wFo 
had known his former wicked Life. After ſome
